Royal  Commission  on  Food  Prices 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Food  Prices  held  a  sitting  on 
January  14,  Sir  Auckland  Geddes  presiding.  The  principal 
witness  was  Mr.  A.  V.  Alexander,  M.P.,  secretary  to  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Co-operative  Congress. 
In    reply    to    the    chairman,    who  suggested  that  the 
co-operative  movement  was  indistinguishable  from  any 
great  trading  trust,  Mr.  Alexander  said :  "  Except  we  have 
started  from  the  other  end."    A  member  of  the  Com- 
mission, Mr.  F.  H.  Coller,  took  up  the  examination  of 
the  witness  on  the  question  of  income-tax  ;  the  following 
passage    is    of    interest  :    On    the    general    point  of 
financial  organisation  you  have  interest  on  capital  and 
dividends  on  purchases  of   members,  but  you  pay  no 
income-tax  under  Schedule  D  ? — I  do  not  admit  that,  of 
course.    I  did  not  think  I  should  be  examined  on  income- 
tax  by  the  Food  Commission.    Rather  relevant  as  to  costs, 
Mr.  Alexander  ? — I  dO'  not  think  so.    The  point  I  am 
making  is  that  other  trading  companies  before  they  dis- 
tribute   dividends    to    their    shareholders    have  to  pay 
income-tax  under  Schedule  D.    In  the  same  sense  you 
must  admit  you  are  a  trading  company. — We  are  a  trading 
organisation.    For  the  benefit  for  your  members  ? — For 
the  benefit  of  ourselves.    Just  as  a  limited  company  is  a 
trading  organisation  established  for  the  benefit  of  share- 
holders ? — Not  at  all.    They  claim  to  make  a  profit  out 
of  the  public  for  a  limited  portion  of  the  pubUc.    I  will 
accept  that  modification,  but  the  benefit  you  obtain  is 
given  to  a  limited  portion  of  the  public,  is  it  not? — There 
is  no  profit  in  the  ordinary  acceptance  of  the  word.  We 
only  deal  with  ourselves  and  sell  to  ourselves,  and  there- 
fore there  is  no  profit.    In    further    examination,  Mr. 
Alexander  denied  that  there  was  any  analogy  between  the 
working  of  the   co-operative  organisation  and  a  trust. 
Mr.  Coller  :  Except  that  your  capital  is  derived  from  the 
savings  of  the  working  classes  and  that  of  a  trust  from 
the  savings  of  other  classes,  there  is  not  much  difference, 
is  there  ? — I  do  not  see  any  analogy.    After  an  incon- 
clusive    discussion    between    the    chairman    and  Mr. 
Alexander  on  the  price  of  tea,  the  Commission  adjourned. 

Wages  in  the  Wholesale  Trade 

An  agreement,  operative  on  and  from  January  1, 
haiS  been  concluded  between  the  Drug  and  Fine  Chemical 
Manufacturers'  Association  and  the  National  Drug  and 
Chemical  Union.  The  agreement  embodieis  a  complete 
list  of  definitionis  for  all  skilled  and  semi-skilled  workers 
in  the  trade,  thereby  clearing  away  a  •  long-standing 
grievance  of  workers.  The  new  grading  will  impi-ove 
the  conditions  of  most  of  the  workens  concerned,  particu- 
larly men  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  many  of  whom  will 
receive  an  increase  in  wages  of  from  15s.  to  23s.  a  week. 
Mercurial  workers  and  assistants  will  receive  4s.  a  week 
above  grade  rates,  apart  from  changes  due  to  new 
grading.  Women  workers  will  benefit  even  more  than 
men.  Fillers  of  poisons,  those  engaged  in  special  work 
not  usually  performed  by  women,  and  those  engaged  in 
waishing  heavy  stone  or  drum  work  will  receive  extra 
pay.  The  new  rates  for"  piece-workers  will  be  arranged 
between  the  workers'  representatives  and  the  firms  to 
produce  not  less  than  25  per  cent,  above  time  rates, 
an  increase  of  100  per  cent,  on  present  rates.  Clogs, 
overalls,  dust-caps,  etc.,  will  now  be  provided  by 
employers.  Auxiliary  workers  in  the  trade,  watchmen, 
clerks,  maintenance  and  transport  men  are  also  provided 
for  in  the  new  agreement. 

Easton's  Syrup  in  a  Motorist's  Appeal 

At  London  Sessions,  on  January  9,  Frederick  J.  Barnes, 
comedian,  appealed  against  a  sentence  of  imprisonment 
imposed  for  being  drunk  while  in  charge  of  a  motor-car 
and  against  a  fine  ordered  in  respject  of  dangerous  driving 
{C.  (hD..  November  15.  1924,  p.  669).  Mr.  J.  D.  Cassels"", 
K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  defence  (with  Mr.  L.  A. 
Byrne   and  Mr.    G.    F.   Cannon),    cross-examined  Dr. 
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Elackett,  the  police  surgeon  in  the  case,  who  said  that  the 
appellant's  pupils  were  dilated  when  examined,  and  that 
there  were  other  symptoms  of  drunkenness.  Mr.  Cassels : 
Have  you  ever  seen  a  man  with  strychnijie  poisoning  ? — 
No,  Do  you  know  that  in  such  cases  the  pupils  are 
dilated,  and  do  not  react  to  light  ? — No.  You  know 
Easton's  syr«p,  and  that  it  contains  -  strychnine  ? — Yes, 
but  in  very  small  quantities — about  -^^  gr.  in  each 
drachm.  If  anyone  taking  Easton's  syrup  had  taken  five 
one-drachm  doses  in  a  day,  that  would  be  a  fair  quantity 
to  take  ? — I  do  not  think  so.  It  would  not  be  a  proper 
thing  for  any  patient  to  take  such  an  amount  of  strych- 
nine without  doctor's  orders  ?— It  should  only  be  taken 
under  doctor's  orders.  He  agreed  that  Easton's  syrup 
was  suitable  for  a  neurasthenic  patient,  but  did  not  agree 
that  Mr.  Barnes  was  such  a  person.  He  was,  he  con- 
sidered, "  crying  drunk,"  and,  although  he  had  other 
symptoms  which  might  have  indicated  strychnine  poison- 
ing, witness  attributed  them  to  drunkennisss.  Dr.  Sey- 
mour, Hove,  said  that  he  had  been  attending  Mr.  Barnes. 
He  was  of  an  artistic  temperament,  and  was  prone  to 
neurasthenia.  With  regard  to  the  quantity  of  strychnine 
that  Mr.  Barnes  was  supposed  to  have  taken,  it  was  a 
large  dose,  while  the  drug  itself,  being  a  stimulant  and 
excitant,  would,  in  the  case  of  a  man  prone  to  get 
agitated,  increase  his  agitation.  He  did  not  regard  Mr. 
Barnes  as  a  person  likely  to  drink  to  excess.  The  Bench, 
after  a  brief  consultation,  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Private  Arrangement 

A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Mr.  Walter  Charles  Fry, 
chemist  and  druggist,  trading  as  Batting  &  Co.,  16  Cal- 
verley  Road,  Tunbridge  Wells,  was  held  on  January  14 
in  London.  A  statement  of  affairs  showed  liabilities 
£4,028  9s.  3d.,  of  which  £1,276  15s.  3d.  was  due.  to 
unsecured  trade  creditors.  The  assets  consisted  of  cash 
at  bankers  £22  15s..  9d.,  cash  in  hand  £17,  stock-in-trade 
estimated  to  realise  £1,500,  trade  fittings,  etc.,  valued 
at  £575,  household  furniture  expected  to  produce  £250, 
good  book  debts  £24,  and  the  surplus  from  securities  in 
the  hands  of  fully-secured  creditors  £38,  making  total 
assets  £2,426  15s.  9d.,  from  which  had  to  be  deducted 
£93  13s.  lOd.  for  preferential  claims.  The  chair- 
man, Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth,  explained  that  there 
was  a  lease  of  the  premises  at  Calverley  Road, 
but  that  lease  was  held  by  Mr.  !Fry's  father. 
Mr.  Booth  had  not  been  able  to  place  any  definite 
value  on  the  lease,  and  accordingly  it  was  not 
included  in  the  statement  of  affairs.  With  regard  to 
the  banli'is  claim  of  £190,  Mr.  Fry,  isen.,  had  guaranteed 
the  bank  to  the  extent  of  £100.  The  debtor  .purchased 
the  business  four  years  ago,  and  paid  £2,500  for  it.  The 
debtor  had  no  capital  at  the  time,  and  the  whole  of  the 
purchase  money  was  advanced  by  the  father.  The  lease 
of  the  premises  had  thirty-five  years  to  run.  For  the 
year  ended  October  1921  the  returns  were  £3,074,  in  1922 
£3,535,  in  1923  £3,454,  and  for  the  year  ended  October 
1924  £3,257.  Considerable  sums  of  money  had  been  spent 
on  improvements  to  the  shop.  In  February  last  the 
debtor  resorted  to  moneylenders,  and  since  that  time 
there  had  been  seven  transactions.  Proceedings  had  been 
taken,  and  the  debtor  had  given  numerous  post-dated 
cheques,  and  consequently,  to  protect  the  estate,  the 
debtor  was  advised  to  execute  a  deed  of  assignment  to  Mr. 
Booth  as  trustee.  With  regard  to  the  £3,300  which  was 
owin<^  to  the  father,  it  appeared  that  he  was  willing  to 
hold  his  claim  in  abeyance  until  the  creditors  had  been 
paid  20s.  in  the  £,  providing  bankruptcy  did  not  take 
place.  After  discussion,  it  was  resolved  to  confirm  the 
deed,  with  a  committee  of  creditors.  The  following  are 
amonw  the  creditors: — J.  &  E.  Atkinson,  Ltd.,  £10;

A  local  memory  of  Sir  Richard  Winfrey,  whose 
reminiscences  are  being  eagerly  read,  is  .that  he  used  to 
delight  the  old  Chemists'  Asisistants'  Association  in 
London  by  his  readings  from  the  works  of  Dickens. 

Liverpool 

Over  100  gueistis,  a  record  number,  whose  ages  ranged 
from  three  to  eighteen  years,  were  welcomed  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  W.  Ashcroft  on  January  7,  when  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association  gave  its  annual  children's  party  at 
the  Royal  Institution. 

At  its  annual  meeting,  on  January  28,  the  Liverpool 
Pharmacy  Club  will  be  able  to  report  100  members 
enrolled.  A  lady  having  been  nominated  for  election  to 
the  chair,  it  is  proposed  to  ask  another  lady  to  accept 
the  hon.  secretaryship.  A  Sunday  afternoon  ramble  has 
been  arranged  for  January  18;  participants  are  to  meet 
at  Pierhead  at  2.30  p.m. 

Sheffield 

Mr.  F.  H.  Holyoak,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  taken 
over  the  business  of  Mr.  G.  F.  H.  Coates,  chemist  and 
druggist,  551  Ecclesall  Road. 

Prominence  was  given,  in  "  The  Sheffield  Indepen- 
dent "  of  January  7,  to  the  optical  illusions  experienced 
by  two  men,  father  and  son,  after  drinking  a  home-made 
infusion  of  what  was  believed  to  be  gentian  root.  It 
was  stated,  among  other  things,  that  both  experienced 
severe  dilatation  of  the  pupil  of  the  eye.  Mr.  John 
Evans,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  the  Sheffield  city  analyst,  told  a 
representative  of  "  The  Sheffield  Independent  "  that 
there  is  no  danger  in  taking  gentian  root.  ' '  Gentian 
root,"  he  said,  "  contains  no  belladonna." 

Miscellaneous 

Poison-licence  application. — Joseph  H.  Collins,  drug- 
store proprietor,  Bidford-on-Avon,  has  applied  to  the 
Warwickshire  County  Council  for  a  licence  to  sell  agricul- 
tural poisons. 

Unlawful  possession  case. — At  Bow  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  January  9,  F.  Kauer,  described  as 
a  German  chemist,  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  im- 
prisonment for  unlawful  possession  of  morphine  (C.  cL-  D., 
December  27,  1924,  p.  910). 

Awards  to  inventors. — The  third  report  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Awards  to  Inventors,  issued  on  January 
12,  includes  the  following  names  and  amounts  : — Professor 
Sir  James  Henderson,  for  improvements  in  optical  instru- 
ments for  use  on  oscillating  platforms,  £12,500;  Aldis 
Brothers,  for  Aldis  unit  sight,  £3,500;  Major  F.  C.  V. 
Laws,  for  aircraft  cameras,  £2,500. 

Boric  acid  in  potted  shrimps. — At  Stoke-on-Trent 
Police  Court,  on  January  9,  Thomas  Pointon  and 
Frederick  Plant,  fishmongers,  were  each  fined  £5  5s., 
with  costs,  for  having  sold  preserved  shrimps  stated  to 
contain  60  gr.  of  boric  acid  per  lb.  It  was  urged  for 
the  defence  that  boric  acid  was  absolutelv  necessary  as 
an  addition  to  shrimps  to  prevent  quick  putrefaction. 

A  contractor's  telephone  — Yarmouth  Town  Council 
having  revoked,  at  its  December  meeting,  a  stipulation 
that  its  chemist  must  instal  a  telephone  {0.  &  D.,  Decem- 
ber 20,  1924,  p.  873),  Mr.  F.  Liner,  King  Street,  who 
wais  the  contracting  pharmacist  for  1924,  asked  to  be 
reimbuiised  for  the  loss  of  a  certain  percentage  of  profit 
on  his  contract,  owing  to  his  being  compelled  to  instal 
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a  telephone.  The  Council  agreed,  on  January  13,  to 
refund  the  sum  of  £4,  half  the  cost  of  installation. 

Sales  confekence. — A  sales  conference  of  the  staff  of 
Scott  &  Turner,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  New- 
<?astle-upon-Tyn©,  was  held  on  January  7,  and  was 
followed  by  a  dinner  presided  over  by  Mr.  Gerald  A. 
France,  chairman  and  managing  director,  who  hajs  just 
returned  from  a  tour  in  Canada.  Several  prominent 
citizens  attended  the  dinner,  and  Mr.  France,  in  his 
speech,  reported  another  highly  successful  year's  business 
and  "  the  beginning  of  connections  throughout  the 
world." 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. — The  Home  Secre- 
tary has  made  an  order,  to  bs  known  as  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  (Notification  of  Diseases)  Order,  1924,  extend- 
"ing  the  provisions  of  Section  73  (4)  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901,  to  cases  of  (i)  poisoning  by  carbon 
bisulphide,  (ii)  aniline  poisoning,  and  (iii)  chronic 
benzene  poisoning,  occurring  in  a  factorj^  or  workshop. 
The  subsection  in  question  contains  provisions  for  the 
notification  of  specified  diseases.  Copies  of  the  Order, 
which  comes  into  force  on  February  1,  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Stationery  Office. 

League  of  Nations. — Following  th«  decision  of  the 
Government  that  Great  Britain  should  henceforth  be 
represented  at  the  Geneva  Opium  Conference  by  a  dele- 
gate having  ministerial  rank,  as  is  the  case  witli  the 
other  countries  participating  in  this  Conference,  the 
Marquis  of  Salisbury  (Lord  Privy  Seal)  was  appointed 
special  delegate  for  Great  Britain,  in  addition  to  Sir 
Malcolm  Delevingne,  who  has  hitherto  acted  as  Britisli 
delegate  at  the  preceding  meetings.  Lord  Salisbury 
recently  met  with  a  hunting  accident,  and  when  the 
Opium  Conference  resumed  its  meetings,  on  January  12, 
the  president,  M.  Zahle  (Denmark)  stated  that  eighteen 
governments  had  agreed  to  the  request  of  the  British 
Government  that  the  resumption  of  tlie  Conference  .should 
be  postponed  until  January  19.  It  is  now  officially 
announced  that  Viscount  Cecil  of  Chelwood  (Chancellor 
of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster)  has  been  appointed  principal 
British  delegate  to  the  Opium  Conference,  in  place  of 
the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. 

Poisoning. — An  inquest  was  held  by  the  Walsall 
coroner,  on  January  8,  on  the  body  of  Mabel  E.  Vincent, 
wife  of  an  analytical  cliemist  and  cement  tester.  The 
husband  iitated  that  when  he  returned  home  from  business 
on  the  evening  of  December  29  he  found  that  his  wife 
had  taken  a  quarter  of  a  teaspoonful  of  mercuric  chloride. 
She  repeatedly  expressed  regret  for  having  taken  the 
poison.  Explaining  why  he  had  chemicals  at  home, 
"witness  said  that  on  leaving  the  Army  he  received  a 
Government  training  grant,  and  he  was  perfecting  himself 
in  his  profesision.  He  had  a  small  laboratory,  with  all 
the  chemicals  necessary  for  his  branch  of  the  profession, 
and  also  for  photography.  He  did  not  keep  the  labora- 
tory locked,  because  they  had  not  been  long  in  the  house, 
and  also  because  he  never  thought  anything  like  this 
would  happen.  The  coroner  said  his  verdict  would  be 
that  Mrs.  Vincent  died  from  poisoning  by  perchloride 
of  mercury,  which  she  herself  took  at  a  moment  when 
her  mind  was  temporarily  unhinged.

Irish  News 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

The  following  are  the  results  of  tJie  recent  Preliminary 
examination  :— Mary  Josephine  O'Donneli,  Roundstone, 
CO.

Brevities 

Mr.  J.  Hanna.  R.D.,  Carrickmacrass.  has  just  carried 
out  extensive  alterations  at  his  premises,  including  the 
erection  of  a  handsome  new  shop  window  with  marble 
borders. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  Ministry  for  Justice  that 
Subsection  2  of  Section  1  of  the  new  Intoxicating  Liquor 
Act  is  not  to  apply  to  the  holders  of  wine  licences  in 
the  ordinary  sense  of  interpretation.  The  subsection 
provides  that,  where  any  business  other  than  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquor  is  carried  on  in  any  licensed  premises, 
the  whole  of  such  premises  shall  be  closed  during  the 
ordinary  prohibited  hours.  The  decision  of  the  Ministry 
is  that  a  wine-licence  holder  need  not  close  his  premises 
during  prohibited  hours  if  the  wines  are  not  exposed  for 
sale. 

At  Newtownliamilton  (co.  Armagh)  Petty  Sesisions,  on 
January  12,  Alex,  Ardis,  R.D.,  Newtownliamilton,  was 
prosecuted  under  the  Sales  of  Poisons  Act  for  having  in 
the  months  of  August,  September,  October  and  Novem- 
ber sold  arsenic  without  entering  or  causing  an  entry 
thereof  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose.  Mr. 
A.  Fisher,  who  represented  the  defendant,  said  that  he 
had  been  in  business  for  thirty  years,  and  he  had  com- 
plied with  the  law  in  eveiy  respect  except  that  he 
adopted  a  short  cut  by  making  one  set  of  figures  do 
duty  for  two.  The  Bench  dismissed  the  case  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 

Belfast 

Mr.  Walter  Archibald,  J. P.,  well  known  in  Belfast 
and  Ulster  for  nearly  half  a  century,  died  suddenly  at 
his  residence,  Glenalva,  19  Cliftonville  Road,  on 
January  7.  The  deceased  came  to  Belfast  as  a  young 
man  as  the  first  Irish  representative  of  Brunner,  ]Mond 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers.  Later  he  founded 
and  was  proprietor  of  the  Springfield  Dyeing  and  Finish- 
ing Co. 

The  appointment  of  two  additional  inspectons  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  has  added  to  the 
duties  of  the  city  analyst  (Mr.  J.  H.  Totton).  Con- 
sequently the  Council  has  agreed  that  he  be  paid  a  salary 
of  £500  per  annum  and  a  fee  of  5s.  per  sample.  The 
official  agricultural  analyst  is  authorised  to  charge  £1  Is. 
for  each  sample  examined  bj'  him  imder  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act.

Bankruptcy  Reports 

Be  John  Fred  Hinckly  Jenkins,  Cwmbran,  Monmouth- 
shire, chemist. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was 
held  on  January  6  at  Newport,  Men.  The  statement  of 
affairs  (C.  <t-  D..  December  13,  1924,  p.  841)  showed  a 
deficiency  of  £224  I63.  7d.  Debtor  attributed  his  failure 
to  lack  of  capital  and  depression  of  trade.  The  examina- 
tion was  closed. 

Re  Hugh  Handley,  High  Street,  Andover,  chemist.— 
The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  Salisbury  on 
December  30.  The  statement  of  affairs  disclosed  liabili- 
ties expected  to  rank  £1,503  17s.  lid.,  and  assets  esti- 
mated to  produce  ^£164  5s.  6d.  (£83  4s.  7d.  net).  Debtor 
attributed  his  failure  to  commencing  business  without 
capital.  The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  official 
receiver. 

Re  George  Herbert  Wattson,  133  Fenchurch  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  chemical  merchant. — The  first  meeting  of 
creditors  was  held  on  December  31,  ,1924.  A  statement 
of  affairs  was  submitted,  in  which  the  debtor  returned 
his  liabilities  at  £814  and  valued  his  assets  at  £27 — 
absorbed,  however,  in  the  payment  of  preferential  claims. 
It  appeared  from  statements  that  the  debtor  has  made 
that  he  iias  been  engaged  in  the  chemical  trade  for  the 
past  forty  years.  For  twenty-five  years  before  1909  he 
was  employed  by  a  chemical  merchant.  Tlie  debtor  then 
joined  his  late  employer's  son  in  partnership,  trading 
as  Paul  Jantzen  &  Co.  The  widow  lent  the  firm  £300, 
which  had  since  been  repaid,  and  debtor  provided  another 
£50  capital.  The  debtor  drew  £200  per  annum  from  the 
partnership  and  his  partner  £100,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  net  profits  .should  be  equally  divided  between 
them.  In  September  1921  the  partnership  was  dissolved, 
and  the  partner  then  retired  on  the  receipt  of  £270,  of 
which  the  debtor  was  compelled  to  borrow  £100.  The 
case  remained  in  the  hand  of  the  official  receiver. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Australia  hevokes  dumping  duties. — The  dumping 
duties  imposed  under  Section  9  of  the  Australia  Customs 
Tariff  Act  on  potassium  permanganate  manufactured  in 
Czecho-Slovakia,  or  in  Germany,  or  exported  from  these 
countries,  have  been  revoked. 

Bismuth  salts  fob  Roumania. — The  Boumanian 
customs  authorities  have  been  notified  that  all  salts  and 
preparations  of  bismuth  for  medicinal  uses  are  to  be 
admitted  free  of  duty,  and  that  their  sale  is  not  subject 
to  any  restrictions,  such  as  registration. 

Hospital  supplies  fob,  Colujibia. — A  law  promulgated 
by  the  Government  of  Columbia  on  October  13,  1924, 
provides  that  all  anassthetics,  drugs  and  medicinal  pre- 
parations for  use  in  public  hospitals  of  the  republic  are 
to  be  admitted  free  of  all  fiscal  cliargee. 

Prescribing  proprietaries  in  Belgium. — The  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Antwerp  has  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  committee  of  the  local  medical  association,  requesting 
the  latter  to  take  steps  to  stop  the  growing  practice  by_ 
medical  men  of  prescribing  proprietary  preparations. 

Foreign  dentifrices  in  Latvia. — The  order  recently 
issued  by  the  Latvian  Minister  of  the  Interior  prohibit- 
ing the  importation  of  foreign  dentifrices  (C.  <L-  D., 
November  8,  1924,  p.  667)  has  been  rescinded  by  the 
government  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  contrary  to  law. 

"  Acetol." — The  '  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  has 
adopted  a  resolution,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Canadian 
Pharmaceutical  Asisociation,  that  the  word  "  acetol  " 
should  be  registered  as  a  trade  name  for  acetylsalicylic 
acid,  and  efforts  made  to  popularise  the  new  designation. 

Hungarian  duties  on  perfumes. — The  f olLowing  new 
rates  of  duty  on  perfumes  and  toilet  articles  have  been 
introduced  in  Hungary,  in  gold  crowns  for  100  kilos.  : —

Roumanian  pharmacist  honoured. — In  recognition  of 
his  services  extending  over  a  neriod  of  fifty  years  in  tho 
advancement  of  pharmacy  in  "Roumania,  a  signal  honour 
has  recently  been  paid  to  M.  I.  Faltis,  a  pharmacist  in 
Braila.  Following  a  largely  attended  meeting  of  pharma- 
cists and  professors  of  pharmacy  from  all  parts  of  tho 
country  held  in  the  Municipal  Theatre  of  the  town,  at 
which  a  presentation  wasi  made,  and  a  banquet,  a  tablet 
wa.;  affi.xed  to  M.  Faltis'  pharmacy  with  the  following 
Latin  inscription  :  In  Memoriam  ad  exemplum  Pharma- 
copolarum  universa  tocietas  in  Romania  gratipe  honorem 
collegai  socioque  lohannes  Faltis  pharmacopola  conditorquo 
Braila  in  urbe  ad  L  annos  laboris  honesto  atque  fide  arti 
deditos  scientiseque.    Bucurestiis,  1924  Mense  Novembri. 

Bulgarian  tobacco  seed  oil. — The  experiment  under- 
taken in  Bulgaria  last  year  to  extract  the  oil  from 
tobacco  seeds  having  proved  highly  successful,  this  pro- 
cedui'e  is  now  being  adopted  on  an  extensive  scale  in 
Northern  Bulgaria  and  in  the  Tirnavo  district.  The  oil 
obtained  resembles  olive  oil,  and  is  stated  to  be  very 
palatable.  About  30  to  35  kilos  of  oil  can  be  expressed 
from  100  kilos  of  tobacco  seeds,  and  since  one  hectare 
of  tobacco  plants  yields  over  1,000  kilos  of  seeds,  of 
which  more  than  half  is  available  for  the  production 
of  oil,  the  importance  of  this  new  industry,  once  it  is 
developed  and  organised,  becomes  apparent.  Up  to  the 
present,  three  oil  mills  have  been  erected,  and  recently, 
the  new  establishment  in  Philippople  was  visited  by  a 
commission  from  Smyrna  and  Constantinople,  sent  to  in^ 
vestigate  the  possibility  of  introducing  the  extraction 
of  oil  from  tobacco  seeds  ia  Ttirkey,  based  on  the 
experiences  gained  in  Bulgaria. 
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Legal  Reports 

Apothecaries  Act  case. — At  Nuneaton  County  Court, 
on  January  9,  an  action  was  brought  by  the  Master, 
Wardens  and  Society  of  the  Art  and  Mystery  of  Apothe- 
caries of  the  City  of  London  against  Mrs.  Lawrie 
Ashton,  drug-store  proprietor,  Coton  Arches,  for  the 
sum  of  £20  for  "  debt  due  by  statute."  Mt.  W.  Ellis 
Hill,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the  allegation 
was  that  defendant  had  practised  as  an  apothecary.  No 
person  should  practise  as  an  apothecary  without  being 
properly  qualified.  In  September  last  small-pox  broke 
out  at 'Nuneaton.  On  November  22  the  medical  officer 
of  health  was  notified  of  the  case  of  Eva  Hutchinson, 
and  on  investigating  he  found  four  of  the  family  suffer- 
ing. It  appeared  that  a  sister  of  the  girl  had  broken 
out  in  spots  at  the  beginning  of  ISTovember,  and  that 
Mrs.  Hutchinson  took  the  child  to  the  defendant  and 
asked  her  if  her  daughter  was  suffering  from  small-pox. 
Mrs.  Ashton  replied,  "  Oh,  no,"  and  gave  her  a  bottle 
o-f  medicine,  for  which  she  was  charged  a  shilling.  The 
girl  afterwards  infected  various  members  of  the  family 
and  other  persons.  Evidence  having  been  given  by  Mrs. 
Hutchinson  and  the  medical  officer,  the^  submission  was 
made  for  the  defence  by  Mr.  Williams  that  a  person 
who  did  not  hold  herself  out  as  a  dispenser  of  physicians' 
prescriptions  could  not  be  held  to  act  as  an  apothecary. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  compounding  the  medicines. 
Mrs.  Ashton  merely  treated  the  girl  for  a  cold.  The 
question  of  small-pox  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  case. 
The  judge  said  he  would  give  his  decision  on 
February  13. 

Dental  Board  Decision  Quashed. — A  King's  Bench 
Divisional  Court,  consisting  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
and  Justices  Avory  and  Acton,  heard,  on  January  13, 
the  appeal  of  Alfred  Imr'ie  Lonnon,  Rainham  Drug 
Stores,  Rainham,  Essex,  against  a  decision  of  the  Dental 
Board  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which  had  refused  to 
put  his  name  on  the  Dentists  Register.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Jones  appeared  for  Mr.  Lonnon,  and  Mr.  Hansel!  repre- 
sented tlie  Dental  Board.  Mr.  Jones  isaid  the  Dental 
Board  had  found  that  the  appellant  was  a  fit  and  proper 
person  to  be  on  the  Register,  but  they  declined  to  admit 
his  name  because  liis  application  for  registration  was 
not  made  within  the  prescribed  time  under  the  Act  of 
1921.  Counsel  admitted  that  his  client  had  been  in 
default,  but  he  submitted  that  the  grounds  and  reasons 
put  forward  should  have  isatiisfied  the  Board  that  he 
should  be  registered.  It  appeared  that  he  was  "  an 
unregistered  chemist  "  who  had  a  large  practice,  princi- 
pally in  the  extraction  of  teeth.  There  was  no  dentist 
within  a  radius  of  five  miles,  and  he  knew  nothing 
^hout  the  Act  until  December  1923,  when  he  hastened 
to  make  the  necessary  application.  From  then  until 
now  he  had  attended  to  no  patients,  and  had  cciiise- 
quently  lost  a  considerable  airount  in  fees,  so  tliat  he 
had  been  amply  punished  for  his  neglect.  The  Lord 
Clrief  Justice  said  that  everybody  was  presumed  to  know 
the  law,  although  it  was  easy  not  to  know  it.  Mr. 
Jones  said  his  client  thought  the  Act  was  to  prohibit 
those  who  called  themselves  dentists  from  doing  so  in 
future  without  being  registered.  He  had  not  called 
himself  a  dentist,  and  was  not  aware  that  the  Act 
applied  tO'  him.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  No  complaint 
IS  made  about  his  character  or  competency?  'Mr.  .Jones  : 
Not  a  word.  He  merely  asks  ad  inisericonViain  to  be 
■excused  for  an  error  made  through  ignorance  of  the 
law.  Mr.  Hansell,  replying,  said  the  Board  has  been 
given  an  absolute  discretion  by  the  Act,  and  had  properly 
exercised  it.  Mr.  Justice  Avory  :  Can  you  sav  that 
ignorance  of  the  law  is  not  a  valid  reason  whv  the 
Board  should  not  extend  the  time?  Mr.  Hansell  said 
the  Board  could  excuse  a  man  if  he  had  been  ill  or 
out  of  the  country  for  a  time,  but  mere  ignorance  of 
the  law  was  not  a  really  good  excuse.  The  Lard  Chief 
Justice  thought  that  the  fact  that  a  man  satisfied  a 
public  want  in  his  district  might  influence  the  Board 
in  his  favour  when  he  gave  a  reasonable  explanation 
for  his  neglect  to  apply  to  be  registered.  Mr.  Hansell 
said  that  the  appellant  should  make  himself  aware  of 
things  concerning  the  profession.       The  Lord  Chief 


Justice,  in  giving  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  remarked 
that  on  questions  of  fact  and  law  a  dissatisfied  persoil 
could  appeal  to  the  Court  against  a  decision  of  the 
Dental  Board,  which  existed  both  in  the  interest  of 
the  public  and  those  of  the  profession.  It  was  not 
suggested  that  Mr.  Lonnon's  excuse  for  not  applying 
earl'ier  was  not  made  honestly  and  in  good  faith,  and 
his  lordship  read  with  astonishment  a  sentence  in  a  letter 
written  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Board  that  "  the  con- 
venience of  the  public  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter 
in  dispute."  His  lordship  thought  Mr.  Lonnon  was 
aggrieved,  and  the  Board  should  put  his  name  on  the 
Register,  because  his  excuse  was  a  proper  one.  The 
appeal  would  be  allowed,  w'ith  costs,  and  the  order  of 
the  Board  would  be  quashed.  Mr.  Justice  Avory,  in 
agreeing,  remarked  that  at  the  same  time  the  Court 
would  not  lightly  interfere  with  the  discretion  of  the 
Dental  Board.

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Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

(Northern  Ireland) 

A  Bill  to  establish  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland;  to  regulate  the  qualifications  and  provide  for 
the  annual  licenising  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists, 
Chemists  and  Druggists  and  Druggists  in  Northern 
Ireland;  to  amend  and  extend  the  law  with  respect 
to  the  isale  of  poisons ;  and  for  other  purposes  inci- 
dental thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majetsty, 
and  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons  of  Northern 
Ireland  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : — • 

Part  I 

Constitution  and  General  Powers  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland 

Constitution  of  Pharmaceutical  Society'  of  Northern 
lreland.~\.—{l)  There  shall  be  established  a  Society  to 
be  called  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ire- 
land and  to  be  constituted  as  hereinafter  in  this  section 
mentioned ;  and  that  Society  (in  this  Act  referred  to 
as  "  th«  Society  ")  shall  be  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  aforesaid  with  perpetual  succession  and  a  common 
seal,  and  with  power  to  acquire  and  hold  land  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  without  licence  in  mortmain. 

(2)  The  seal  of  the  Society  shall  be  authenticated  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  any  document 
purporting  to  be  sealed  with  the  said  seal  so  authenti- 
cated shall  be  receivable  in  evidence  of  the  particulars 
stated  in  that  document. 

(3)  The  persons  to  be  nominated  in  that  behalf  under 
the  provisions  of  Part  I  of  the  First  Schedule  to  this 
Act,  and  all  other  persons  who  shall  be  qualified  and 
elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  members  of  the  Society. 

(4)  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Society  (in  this 
Act  referred  to  as  "  the  Council  ")  and  a  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  Council ;  and  the  persons  to 
be  nominated  in  that  behalf  under  the  provisions  of 
Part  II  of  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  be 
respectively  the  President,  Vice-President  and  members 
of  tlie  Council  on  its  first  constitution. 

(5)  Tho  provisions  contained  in  Part  III  of  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  apply,  except  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  to  the  election  of  President,  Vice-President 
and  members,  and  meetings  and  proceedings,  of  the 
Council. 

Qualification  of  members,  etc.,  of  the  Society  and  the 
Council. — 2. — (1)  Every  person  registered  under  this  Act 
ais  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  shall  be  qualified  to  be 
elected  as  a  member  of  the  Society  ;  every  person  regis- 
tered under  this  Act  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  or 
druggist  shall  be  qualified  to  be  elected  as  an  associate 
of  the  Society ;  and  every  person  registered  under  this 
Act  as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  shall  be  qualified  to 
be  elected  as  a  student  of  the  Society. 

(2)  Every  person  registered  under  this  Act  and  elected 
as  a  member  of  the  Society  shall  be  qualified  to  be 
elected,  and  when  elected  to  act,  as  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

(3)  If  and  so  long  as  associates  of  the  Society  are 
required  by  the  regulations  under  this  Act  to  contribute 
to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  same  fees  or  subscrip- 
tions as  membens  contribute,  every  person  elected  and 
continuing  as  such  associate  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
attending  and  voting  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society, 
and  otherwise  taking  part  in  its  proceedings,  in  the 
same  manner  as  members  of  the  Society,  and  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  elected  and  when  elected  to  act,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council. 

(4)  The  annual  subscription  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Society  by  each  member,  associate  and  student  of 
the  Society  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(5)  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  elect  suitable 
persons  as  honorary  members  of  the  Society. 


Eegulations  for  pttrposes  of  the  Act.—Z.  (1)  The 
Council  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
have  power  to  mak©  regulations  with  respect  to  all  or 
any  of  the  following  matters  : — 

(a)  The  meetings  and  other  proceedings  of  the  Council 
and  the  Society  (including  meetings  for  the  reading  of 
papers  and  discussion  of  scientific  subjects)  ; 

(h)  The  examination  of  persons  desirous  of  being 
registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  under  this  Act; 

(c)  The  examination  of  persons  desirous  of  being 
registered  as  apprentices  or  assistants  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists  under  this  Act ; 

(d)  The  production  by  persons  desirous  of  presenting 
themselves  for  examination  by  the  Council  of  satisfactory 
evidence  that  they  have  received  a  sufficient  preliminary 
practical  training  in  the  subjects  of  the  examination  ; 

(e)  The  conditions  on  which  persons  who  are  members 
of  pharmaceutical  societies  outside  Northern  Ireland,  and 
of  whose  competence  to  practise  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists  the  Council  are  satisfied,  may  be  registered 
without  examination,  or  after  modified  examination,  as 
pharmaceutical  chemists  under  this  Act  upon  payment 
of  such  fee  as  may  be  prescribed  ; 

(/)  The  times  at  which  and  the  manner  in  which 
elections  of  membens,  associates  and  students  of  the 
Societv,  of  members  of  the  Council,  and  of  President 
and  Vice-President,  are  to  be  held  and  conducted ; 

(g)  The  fees  to  be  charged  for  examination  and  regis- 
tration under  this  Act,  the  entrance  fees  and  annual 
subscriptions  to  be  paid  by  members,  associates  and 
students,  and  the  application  of  all  moneys  received  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  Society  under  this  Act,  whether  in 
respect  of  fees,  subscriptions  or  otherwise ; 

(h)  The  duties  of  the  secretary,  treasurer,  clerks  and 
other  subordinate  officers,  and  the  salaries  to  be  paid 
to  such  officers  ; 

(')  The  conditions  on  which  persons  may  be  appren- 
ticed to  pharmaceutical  chemists  ; 

(;')  The  keeping,  dispensing  and  selling  of  poisons  by 
persons  entitled  to  sell  poisons  by  retail ; 

[k]  Generally,  any  matters  with  respect  to  which  the 
Council  think  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  this  Act  into  effect. 

(2)  Regulations  made  under  this  section  shall  not  come 
into  operation  unless  and  until  they  are  approved  by 
the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  and  notice  of  such  approval 
shall  be  published  in  the  "  Belfast  Gazette." 

(3)  Every  regulation  made  under  this  section  shall 
be  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  it  is  made,  and  if  an  address  is  presented 
to  the  Governor  of  Northern  Ireland  by  either  of  those 
Houses  within  ten  days  on  which  that  House  has  sat 
next  after  any  such  regulation  is  laid  before  it,  praying 
that  the  regulation  may  be  annulled  or  modified,  the 
said  Governor  may  thereupon  by  Order  in  Council  annul 
or  modify  the  regulation,  and  it  shall  thenceforth  be 
void  or,  if  modified,  shall  thenceforth  have  effect  as 
so  modified,  but  without  prejudice  to  the  validity  of 
anything  which  in  the  meantime  may  have  been  done 
thereunder. 

Appointment  of  officers  by  the  Council. — 4.  The 
Council  may  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such 
clerks  and  other  subordinate  officers  as  may  be  requisite 
for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  may 
pay  suitable  salaries  to  such  secretary,  treasurer,  clerks 
and  ofliceris. 

Part  II 

ExAJtiNATioNS,  Registration  and  Annual  Licences 

Holding  of  examinations. — 5. — (1)  For  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  qualifications  of  persons  desirous  of 
being  registered  under  this  Act  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  apprentices  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  or 
assistants  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  the  Council  shall 
cause  examinations  to  be  held  at  such  times  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  shall  appoint 
examiners  to  conduct  the  examinations  :  Provided  that 
no  psrson  shall  conduct  any  such  examination  until  his 
apoointment  has  been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs,  and  that  such  appointment  shall  not  in  any 
case  continue  in  force  for  more  than  five  years. 
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(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tbe  Society  to  allow  the 
ijospector  or  any  other  officer  appointed  by  the  Minister 
of  Home  Affairs  for  that  purpose  to  be  present  during 
(the  progresis  of  any  examination  held  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Act. 

(3)  The  Council  may  make  arrangements  with  the 
^Queen's  University  of  Belfast  for  the  holding  of 
examinations  for  the  purposeis  of  this  Act,  and  may  also 
recognise  the  examinations  of  the  University  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  qualifications  of  candidates 
in  all  or  any  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the  Second 

•  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

Conditions  and  subjects  of  examination. — 6. — (1)  The 
provisions  of  Part  I  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  this 
Act  shall  apply  to  every  person  desirous  of  being  regis- 
tered as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  this  Act,  and 
being  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act — 

(a)  an  apjirentice  or  an  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  registered  chemist  and  druggist  or  registered 
druggist,  or 

[h)  registered  as  a  registered  druggist  for  a  period 
of  less  than  five  years  before  the  passing  of  this  Act ; 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  said  Schedule 
shall  apply  to  every  person  desirous  of  being  registered 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  this  Act,  and  being 
at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act— 

(a)  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggifst,  or  registered 
druggist,  who  has  been  so  registered  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  five  years  before  that  date,  and  who  has 
been  either  principal  or  responsible  manager  of  a  business 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  or 

[h)  an  assistant  employed  in  a  business  where  dis- 
pensing is  carried  on,  who  has  been  so  employed  for  a 
term  or  terms  of  not  less  than  nine  years  (including 
any  term  of  apprenticeship). 

(3)  The  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  said  Schedule 
ishall  apply  to  every  person  desirous  of  being  registered 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  nnder  this  Act  and  being 
at  the  date  of  the  pajssing  thereof  a  registered  chemist 
and  druggist  or  druggist  who  has  been  so  registered  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  fifteen  years  before  that  date, 
and  who  has  been  either  principal  or  responsible  manager 
of  a  business  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  years. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  said  Schedule 
ishall  apply  to  every  person  desirous  of  being  registered 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  this  Act  who  may 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act  be  granted  a  preliminary 
certificate  as  an  apprentice  or  a  certificate  as  an  assistant 
to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  the  provisions  of 
Part  V  of  the  said  Schedule,  and  who  produces  such 
evidence  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  under 
this  Act  that  he  has  received  a  sufficient  practical 
training  in  the  subjects  of  the  examination  as  specified 
in  Part  IV  of  the  said  Schedule. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  Part  V  of  the  said  Schedule 
shall  apply  to  every  person  desirous  of  being  registered 
as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
under  this  Act,  and  not  being  a  person  entitled  to 
be  so  registered  bv  virtue  of  any  other  provision  of 
this  Act." 

(5)  A  person  to  whom  the  provisions  of  any  of  the 
preceding  subsections  of  this  section  apply  shall  be 
entitled  to  present  himself  for  examination  under  this 
Act,  and  shall  be  examined  with  respect  to  his  knowledge 
of  such  subjects  as  are  prescribed  in  such  Part  of  the 
Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  as  is  applicable  to  his  case, 
and  the  examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  are  hereby 
empowered,  after  such  respective  examinations,  to  grant 
or  refuse  to  such  persons,  as  in  their  discretion  may 
seem  fit,  certificates  of  competence,  knowledge,  skill 
and  qualification  to  be  registered  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  or  apprentices  or  assistants  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists  (as  the  case  may  require),  under  this  Act  : 

Provided  that — 

(a)  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  present  himself  for 
examination  and  be  examined  under  the  modified  con- 
ditions specified  in  Part  I,  Part  II  or  Part  III  of  the 
Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  after  the  expiration  of  a 
period  of — 

(i)  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this 
'Act,  in  the  case  of  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  phar- 


maceutical chemist,  registered  chemist  and  druggist  or 
registered   druggist ; 

(ii)  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  in  the  case  of  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  or 
registered  druggist ; 

(6)  the  certificate  of  qualification  as  pharmaceutical 
chemist  to  be  issued  to  any  person  who  has  passed  an 
examination  under  the  modified  conditiona  aforesaid 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  all  the  privileges  of  phar- 
maceutical chemists  in  Northern  Ireland,  but  such  cer- 
tificate of  quaJification  shall  be  endorsed  with  a  state- 
ment that  the  holder  has  passed  a  modified  examination 
under  such  Part  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  as 
may  be  applicable  to  his  case. 

(7)  The  Council  shall  decide  which  Part  of  the  Second 
Schedule  to  this  Act  is  applicable  in  any  individual 
case,  and  in  the  event  of  any  dispute  there  shall  be  an 
appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final. 

Qualifications  for  registration  under  the  Act. — 7. — (1) 
The  following  persons  shall  upon  payment  of  the  proper 
fees  and  charges  (if  any)  be  entitled  to  be  registered 
under  this  Act  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  : — 

{a)  Every  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  Northern  Ireland 
registered  as  such  in  the  existing  register ; 

(b)  Every  person  who  has  been  duly  examined  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  who, 
having  been  certified  by  the  examiners  to  be  qualified 
to  act  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  gives  to  the  Registrar 
such  reasonable  proof  of  those  facts  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed ; 

(c)  Every  person,  being  a  member  of  a  pharmaceutical 
society  outside  Northern  Ireland,  of  whose  competence 
to  practice  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  the  Council  is 
satisfied  in'sucli  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(2)  Every  cliemist  and  druggist  or  druggist  in- 
Northern  Ireland  registered  as  such  in  the  existing 
register  shall  upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees  and 
charges  (if  any),  be  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  or  druggist  respectively  under  this  Act. 

(3)  If  the  Council  certifies  in  any  particular  case 
that  it  would  be  inequitable  that  a  person  who  is 
serving  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  as  an 
apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  chemist  and  druggist  or 
druggist  registered  as  such  in  the  existing  register  should 
not  be  allowed  to  become  a  registered  druggist  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  and  that  the  Council  is  satisfied, 
after  such  examination  as  may  be  prescribed,  of  his  com- 
petence, knowledge,  skill  and  qualification  to  be  regis- 
tered as  a  druggist  under  tliis  Act,  then  the  Minister 
of  Home  Affairs  may  authorise  such  person  (upon  pay- 
ment of  the  proper  fees  and  charges,  if  any)  to  be 
registered  as  a  druggist  under  this  Act  : 

Provided  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered as  a  druggist  by  virtue  of  this  sub-section  after 
the  expiration  of  a  period  of  two  years  from  the  passing 
of  this  Act. 

(4)  Every  person  who  is  registered  in  the  existing 
register  as  an  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  shall 
upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees  and  charges  (if  any), 
be  entitled  to  be  registered  as  an  assistant  to  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  under  this  Act. 

(5)  Every  per.^on  who  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of 
this  Act  has  passed  the  preliminary  examination  (or  the 
equivalent  thereof)  j^rescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  and  is  serving  as  an 
apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  shall, 
upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees  and  charges  (if  any), 
be  entitled  to  be  registered  as  an  apprentice  under  this 
Act. 

(6)  Every  person  who  may,  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  become  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  under 
this  Act  and  be  duly  examined  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  shall,  upon  payment  of  the  proper 
fees  and  charges  (if  any),  be  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  under  this  Act. 

(7)  In  this  section  the  expression  "  tbe  existing 
reg'ister  "  means  the  register  in  force  immediately  before 
the  passing  of  this  Act  xmder  and  for  the  purposes  of  the

Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

Appointment  of  Registrar  and  Inspector. — 8. — (1)  The 
Minister  of  Home  Affairs  may  from  time  to  time  appoint 
fit  and  proper  persons  as  a  Eegistrar  and  as  an  Inspector 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  (in  this  Act  referred  to 
respectively  as  "  the  Registrar  "  and  "  the  Inspector  ") 
and  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Ministry 
of  Finance,  the  salaries  to  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  and 
the  Inspector. 

"  (2)  The  Inspector  shall  discharge  such  duties  asi  may 
be  assigned  to  him  from  time  to  time  by  the  Minister  of 
Home  Affairs. 

Begisters  of  pharrnaceutical  chemists,  etc. — 9. — (1)  The 
Registrar  shall,  from  time  to  time,  malve  out  and  main- 
tain complete  and  separate  registers  of  all  persons  regis- 
tered respectively  in  respect  of  the  several  qualifications 
for  registration  prescribed  by  this  Act,  that  is  to  say  : — 

(a)  a  register  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  for  Northern 
Ireland  ; 

(&)  a  register  of  chemists  and  druggists  for  Northern 
Ireland  ; 

(c)  a  register  of  druggists  for  Northern  Ireland  ; 

(of)  a  register  of  persons  who  have  been  granted  the 
certificate  of  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in 
Northern  Ireland  ;  and 

ie)  a  register  of  apprentices  to  pharmaceutical  chemists 
in  Northern  Ireland  ; 

and  in  each  register  or  separate  part  thereof  the  names 
shall  be  in  alphabetical  order  according  to  the  surnames, 
with  the  respective  residences  entered  opposite  to  such 
names,  and  the  Eegistrar  shall  keep  proper  indexes  of 
the  registers  and  all  such  other  lists  as  may  be  . required 
and  as  may  be  necessary  for  giving  effect  to  this  Act 
and  to  the  regulations  made  thereunder. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  keep  each 
such  register  correctly  and  to  strike  out  tlie  names  of  all 
registered  persons,  as  and  when  they  shall  die  or  be  re- 
moved from  any  such  register,  and  to  make  from  time  to 
time  any  necessary  alterations  in  the  addresses  of  the 
persons  registered  under  this  Act. 

Power  of  Eegistrar  to  require  information. — 10. — (1) 
In  order  to  enable  the  Registrar  to  fulfil  his  duties  in 
connection  with  the  registers  to  be  kept  under  this  Act, 
tlie  following  jorovisions  shall  have  effect  : — 

(a)  the  Registrar  may  write  a  letter  to  any  registered 
person,  addressed  to  such  person  according  to  his  address 
on  the  register,  to  inquire  whether  he  had  ceased  to 
carry  on  business  or  has  changed  his  residence,  such  letter 
to  be  forwarded  by  post  as  a  registered  letter  according 
to  the  Post  Office  regulations,  and  if  no  answer  is 
returned  to  the  letter  within  two  months  from  the  send- 
ing thereof  a  second  letter  of  a  similar  purport  shall  be 
sent  in  like  manner  ; 

(6)  if  within  four  months  from  the  sending  of  the 
first  letter,  no  answer  is  returned  to  either  of  the  letters 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  Registrar 
may  strike  the  name  of  the  said  person  out  of  the 
register,  but  subiect  to  the  restoration  of  that  name  by 
direction  of  the  Council,  if  it  thinks  fit  to  make  an  order 
to  that  effect. 

(2)  The  Registrar  may  at  any  time  write  a  letter 
addressed  to  the  proprietor  of  any  premjses  where  open 
shop  is  kept  for  the  selling,  retailing,  dispensing  or 
mi.xing  of  poisons  or  compounding  of  medical  prescrip- 
tions (such  letter  to  be  delivered  on  the  premises  or  to  be 
forwarded  by  post  as  a  registered  letter  according  to 
the  Post  Office  regulations)  -requiring  such  proprietor 
within  seventeen  days  from  the  delivery  of  such  letter 
to  furnish  in  writing  to  the  Registrar  a  statement  of 
the  name  and  address  of  the  bona  fide  proprietor  of  such 
shop,  and,  if  such  proprietor  does  not  personally  manage 
and  conduct  such  shop,  the  name  of  the  duly  qualified 
manager  or  assistant  managing  or  conducting  the  shop 
and  the  description  of  his  qualification.  If  such  pro- 
prietor neglects  to  furnish  the  required  infoi-mation  to 
the  Registrar  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  pound  for  every  day 
during  which  such  default  continues  ;  and  so  long  as 
such  default  continues  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  sell  or  retail,  dispense  or  mix  poisons  or  compound 


medical  prescriptions  on  the  i^remises  aforesaid,  and 
every  person  acting  in  contravention  of  this  enactment 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  liable  to  pay  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  five  pounds,  unless  he  proves  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court  having  -jurisdiction  in  the  case  that 
he  did  not  know  of  such  default. 

(3)  Every  person  who  makes  a  false  statement  in 
writing  with  intent  to  mislead  in  reply  to  an  inquiry 
addressed  to  him  by  the  Registrar  under  this  Act  shall 
be  held  to  have  made  a  false  declaration,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  provided  under  the  provisions  here- 
after contained  in  this  Act  with  respect  to  false  declara- 
tions. 

Evidence  of  qualification  to  he  registered. — 11. — (1)  No 
name  shall  be  entered  in  any  register  kept  under  this 
Act  except  of  a  person  authorised  by  this  Act  to  be 
registered,  nor  unless  the  Registrar  is  satisfied  by  the 
proper  evidence  that  the  person  claiming  is  entitled  to  be 
registered;  and  the  Registrar  shall  notify  the  secretary 
of  the  Council  before  entering  a  name  in  any  of  the  said 
registers. 

(2)  The  secretary  of  the  Council  or  a  person  aggrieved 
by  any  decision  of  the  Registrar  may  appeal  from  that 
decision  to  the  Council  who  may  decide  the  appeal,  and 
any  entry  which  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Comicil  to  have  been  fraudently  or  incorrectly  made  may 
be  struck  out  of  or  amended  in  the  register  under  aii 
order  made  by  the  Council  in  writing. 

Annual  publication  of  registers. — 12. — (1)  The  Regis- 
trar shall,  in  the  month  of  January  in  every  year,  cause 
to  be  printed,  published  and  sold  correct  copies  of  the 
various  register;?  authorised  by  this  Act,  in  alphabetical 
order  according  to  ,  the  surnames.  - 

(2)  Printed  copies  of  the  registers  for  the  time  being 
ir.  force  purporting  to  be  printed  and  publis-hed  under 
subsection  (1)  of  this  section,  or  any  extract  tli^exefrom  or 
f:om  the  orginal  registers  certified  under  the  hand  of  the 
Registrar  and  countersigned  by  the  President  or  two 
members  of  the  Council,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
proceedings  that  the  perwns  therein  specified  are  regis- 
tered according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  and  the 
absence  of  the  name  of  any  person  from  any  such  copy  of 
a.ny  register  shall  be  evidence,  until  the  contrary  be  made 
to  appear,  that  such  person  is  not  registered  in  the  appro- 
priate register  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Penalty  for  falsification  of  registers  and  obtaining  regis- 
tration by  false  representation. — 13. — Any  Registrar  who 
wilfully  makes  or  causes  to  be  made  any  falsification  in 
any  matter  relating  to  any  register  under  this  Act,  and 
any  person  who  wilfully  procures  or  attempts  to  procure 
himself  to  be  registered  under  this  Act  by  making  or  pro- 
ducing or  causing  to  be  made  or  producied  any  falsa  cr 
fraudulent .  representation  or  declaration  eithsr  verbally 
or  in  writing,  and  any  person  aiding  or  assisting  him 
therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  punish- 
able by  fine  or  imprisonment  and  sliall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  sentenced  to  impisonment  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  twelve  months. 

Duty  of  registrar  of  deaths  to  give  notice  of  deatJis  of 
registered  persons. — 14. — Every  registrar  of  deaths,  on 
receiving  notice  of  the  death  of  any  person  registared 
tirdar  this  Act  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and 
druggist,  druggist,  or  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  pharma. 
oeutical  chemist,,  shall  forthwith  transmit  by  post  to  tht 
Registrar  a  certificate  under  hie  own  hand  of  such  death, 
with  the  particulars  of  the  time  and  place  of  death ;  and 
on  receipt  of  such  certificate,  the  Registrar  shall  strike 
the  name  of  such  deosased  person  out  of  the  appropriate 
register,  and  shall  transmit  to  the  registrar  of  desaths  tho 
ccKst  of  such  certificate  and  transmission,  and  may  charge 
the  cost  thereof  as  an  expense  of  his  office. 

Fees  for  examination  and  registration. — 15. — For  evea'y 
examination  or  registration  such  reasonable  fees  or  charges 
sliall  be  paid  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed,  and 
such  fees  or  other  sums  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  and 
shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Society  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Effect  of  registration,  savings  and  disqualifications. — 
16. — (1)  Registration  under  this  Act  shall  not  entitle  any 
person  so  registered  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery  car 
any  branch  of  medicine  or  surgery. 
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(2)  Any  pierson  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  cheTnist 
urder  this  Act  shall  be  qualified  to  be  appointed  and  to 
(hold  the  office  of  chemist  or  dispenser  in  any  institution 
inaintained  at  the  cost  of,  or  in  receipt  of  aid  from, 
public  moneys  or  local  rates  in  Northern  Ireland. 

(3)  Notliing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  to  or  interfere 
with  the  making  of  or  dealing  in  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines  or  with  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers  in 
supplying  poisons  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  deal- 
ings, save  and  except  the  provisions  against  the  com- 
pounding of  poisons  or  medicail  prescriptions,  and  against 
the  preparing  of  any  medicines  of  the  British  Pliarnia- 
copoeia  except  according  to  the  formularies  of  the  said 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  selling  o-f  articles  not  being  of  the 
standard  of  the  said  Pharmacopoeia. 

(4)  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  prevent  any 
person  who  is  a  duly  qualified  veterinary  surgeon  from 
dispensing  medicines  for  animals  under  his  care. 

(5)  The  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  may,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Council,  direct  the  name  O'f  any  person  who 
is  convicted  of  any  offenos,  or  is  suffering  from  any 
physical  or  mental  disability,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Minis-ter,  renders  such  person  unfit  to  be  on  any  register 
under  this  Act,  to  be  struck  out  of  such  register,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  'the  Registra'r  to  ^trike  out  the  name 
accordingly.  Any  person  whose  name  has  been  sf>  struck 
out  shall  be  incapable  of  being  a  partner  or  director  in 
any  body  corporate,  firm  or  partnership  registered  ns  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  ^r  druggist 
under  this  Act. 

The  Minister  of  Home 'Affairs  may,  after  consultation 
with  the  Council,  direct  the  name  of  any  such  person  to 
be  restored  to  the  register  from  which  it  was  struck  out, 
and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  restore  it 
accordingly. 

Annual  licence  to  carry  on  hiisi iiens. — 17. — (1)  A  person 
shall  not  carry  on  the  business  of  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
chemist  and  druggist,  or  druggist  unless  he  holds  a  licence 
granted  under  this  section  according  to  the  qualification 
by  virtue  of  which  he  desires  to  carry  on  business  (in  this 
Act  referred  to  as  an  "  annual  licence  ")  and  in  force  for 
the  time  being. 

(2)  An  annual  licence  shall  be  in  such  one  of  the  forms 
set  out  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act  as  may  be 
appropriate  to  the  qualification  of  the  applicant  for  the 
annual  licence,  and  shall  be  granted  by  the  Registrar  if 
he  is  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  duly  registered  undsr 
this  Aot  as  a  pharmaoeutical  chemist,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, or  druggist  (as  the' case  may  require)  and  on  payment 
of  such  fees  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  determined  by 
the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland,  witl'i 
the  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  in  respect  of  each 
class  of  qualifica/tion. 

A  separate  annual  licence  shall  be  taken  out  for  each 
separate  premises  where  the  applicant  carries  on  business. 

(3)  An  annual  licence  shall  be  taken  out  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
tw'enty-five  and  in  each  subsequent  year. 

(4)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Aot — 

(a)  a  person  shall  be  deemed  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  pharmaceutical  chemist  if  he  keeps  open  shop  for  sell- 
ing and  retailing  poisons/  and  dispensing  and  compounding 
medical  prescriptions,  whether  he  personally  manages  and 
conducts  the  shop  or  employs  a  manager  or  assistant  to 
conduct  it; 

(b)  a  parson  shall  be  deemed  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist  if  he  keeps 
open  shop  for  selling  retailing  and  mixing  poisons, 
whether  he  personally  manages  and  conducts  the  shop  or 
employs  a  manager  or  assistant  to  conduct  it ; 

and  such  manager  or  assistant  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  out  and  hold  an  annual  licence  under  this  Act,  bv 
reason  only  of  the  fact  that  he  is  employed  to  manage  and 
conduct  a  shop  on  behalf  of  some  other  per.son. 

PART  III 

General  Peovisions  as  to  Carrying  on  of  Bit.siness,  &c. 

Provisions  as  to  offences.— 18 — ^(1)  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  sell  poisons  or  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  pharmaoeutical  chemist,  registered  chemist  and  drug- 
gist or  registered  druggist  unless  such  person  is  registered 


as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or  drug- 
gist, respectively,  under  this  Aot,  and  conforms  to  such 
reguilations  as  to  the  keeping,  dispensing  and  selling  of 
poisons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed ; 
Piovided  that — 

(a)  nothing  in  this  subsection  contained  shall  affect  any 
licentiate  of  Apothecaries  Hall  or  any  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioner  ; 

{b)  nothing  in  this  subsection  contained  shall  affect  the 
provisions  of  section  two  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
x\ct,  1908.  so  far  as  the  same  enable  persons  other  than 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and 
druggists  and  druggists  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  certain  poisonous  substances  to  be  used  exclusively 
in  agriculture  or  horticulture  for  the  destruction  of  insects, 
fungi  or  bacteria,  or  as  sheep  dips  or  weed  killers. 

(2)  It  .shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  pharmaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist 
or  registered  druggist  unless  he  has  taken  out  and  holds 
an  annual  licence  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(3)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  assume  or  use 
the  title  of  pharmaceutical  chemist,  pharmaceutist, 
pharmacist  or  dispensing  cheniist,  or  the  title  of  chemist 
and  druggist,  or  the  title  of  druggist,  unless  such  person 
is  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  a  chemist  and 
druggist  or  druggist,  respectively,  under  this  Act,  or  for 
any  person  to  use  or  display  any  words,  letters  or  titles 

•in  reference  either  to  himself,  his  business  or  his  place  of 
business  calculated  to  mislead  the  public  as  to  his  qualifi- 
cations-to  sell  or  dispense  drugs  or  poisons,  or  calculated 
to  suggest  that  he  holds  a  higher  qualification  than  that' 
in  respect  of  which  he  is  registered  under  this  Act. 

(4)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  compound 
any  medicines  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  except  accord- 
ing to  the  formularies  of  the  said  Pharmacopceia,  or  to 
sell  any  article  under  a  description  which  would  reason- 
ably lead  the  purchaser  to  believe  that  he  is  purchasing 
an  article  of  the  standard  of  quality  required  by  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  when  the  article  in  question  is  not 
of  that  standard. 

(5)  Any  person  acting  in  contravention  of  this  section 
shall  for'  every  offence  be  liable  on  conviction  to  pay  a 
penalty  not  e.xceeding  five  pounds,  but  no  such  penalty 
shall  e-Kempt  any  person  from  being  liable  to  any  other 
penalty,  damSige'  or  punishment  to  which  he  .would  have 
been  subject  if  this  Act  had  not  passed. 

Where  a  person  acts  in  contravention  of  subsection  (2) 
of  this  section  he  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  to  pay  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds  for  each  day  on  which 
he  has  so  acted. 

Itcquiremcnts  a<  to  management  and  conduct  of  business. 
— 19. — (1)  Every  person  who,  being  a  duly  registered 
pharmaceutical  'chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist, 
carries  on  the  business  of  pharmaceutical  chem'st,  chemist 
and  druggist  or  druggist,  shall 

{a)  in  every  premises  where  the  business  is  carried  on, 
bona  fide  manage  &nd  conduct  such  business,  and  the 
retailing,  dispensing,  compounding  or  mixing  of  poisons 
therein,  in  person,  or  shall  employ  for  those  purposes  some 
other  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and 
druggist  or  druggist  (as  the  case  may  be)  ;  and 

{b)  cause  the  name  and  annual  licF.nce  of  the  person  by 
whom  the  business  is  carried  on  in  any  premises  (and,  also 
where  the  business  is  managed  and  conducted  by  a  person 
who  is  not  required  by  this  Act  to  hold  an  annual  licence, 
the  certificate  of  qualification  of  that  person)  to  be  con- 
spicuously exhibited  in  the  premises. 

(2)  Upon  the  death  of  any  person  registered  under  this 
Act  as  a  ph.armaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or 
druggist,  and  actuallv  carrying  on  business  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  executor  or  adminis- 
trator or  trustee  of  his  estate  to  continue  to  carry  on  such 
business  if  and  iso  long  only  as  such  business  is  bona  fide 
conducted  bv  an  assistant  being  a  duly  registered  pharma- 
oeutical cheinist,  chemist  and  druggist,  or  druggist; 

Provided  that  every  such  executor,  administrator  or 
trustee  shall  cause  the  name  and  certificate  of  qualifica- 
tion of  the  assistant,  by  whom  such  business  is  conducted 
in  any  premises,  to  be  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the 
premises. 

(3)  Any  person  acting  in  contravention  of  this  section 
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shall  be  liable  on  conviction  to  pay  the  same  penalty  as 
if  lie  had  carried  on  the  business  without  being  registered 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or 
druggist. 

Poweis  of  .  bodies  corporate  to  carry  on  business. — 
20. —  (1)  A  body  corporate  may  carry  on  the  business  of 
pharmaceutical  chemist — 

(ff)  If  the  business  of  the  body  corporate,  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  keeping,  selling  and  retailing  of  poisons 
and  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions,  is  under  the 
control  and  management  of  a  superintendent  who  is  a 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist,  whose  name  has 
been  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  to  be  entered  by  him 
in  a  separate  part  of  the  register  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  for  Northern  Ireland,  and  who  does  not  act  at 
the  time  in  a  similar  capacity  for  any  other  person  or 
body  corporate;  ani 

{h)  If,  in  every  premises  whera  such  business  as  afore- 
said is  carried  on  and  is  not  personally  conducted  by  the 
superintendent,  such  business  is  bone-fide  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  the  superintendent  by  a  manager  or 
assistant  who  is  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
and  whose  certificate  of  qualification  is  conspicuously 
exliibited  in  the  shop  or  other  place  in  which  he  so 
conducts  the  business. 

A  body  corporate  may  use  the  description  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  or  dispensing  chemist  if  ilie  requirements 
of  paragrapli  (o)  of  this  sub-section  as  to  the  carrying 
on  of  the  business  are  observed,  and  if  the  superinten- 
dent is  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  Or  other 
governing  body  of  the  body  corporate. 

(2)  A  body  corporate  may  carry  on  the  business  of 
a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  or  registered  druggist — 

(o)  if  the  business  of  the  body  corporate  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  keeping,  selhng,  retailing  and  mixing  of 
poisons  is  under  the  control  and  management  of  a 
superintendent  who  is  a  duly-registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist  whose  name 
has  been  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  to  be  entered  by 
him  in  a  separate  part  of  the  register  of  chemists  and 
druggists  for  Northern  Ireland,  or  of  the  register  of 
druggists  for  Northern  Ireland  (as  the  case  may  require), 
and  who  does  not  at  the  same  time  act  in  a  similar 
capacity  for  any  other  person  or  body  corporate;  and 

(b)  If,  in  every  premises  where  such  business  as  afore- 
said is  carried  on  and  is  not  personally  conducted  by  the 
superintendent,  such  business  is  bona-lide  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  by  a  manager 
or  assistant  who  is  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist,  and  whose 
certificate  of  qualification  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in 
the  shop  or  other  place  in  which  he  so  conducts  the 
business 

A  body  corporate  may  use  the  description  of  chemist 
and  di'UrigiS'  or  araog/st  il  tile  reqiiu ^iiients  of  para- 
graph («)  of  this  sub-section  as  to  the  carrying  on  of 
the  business  are  observed,  and  if  the  superintendent  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  other  governing 
body  of  the  body  corporate. 

(3)  Subject  as  aforesaid,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
apply  to  a  body  corporate  in  like  manner  as  they  apply 
to  an  individual. 

Temporart/  conduct  of  business  hij  assistant  to  pharma- 
ceutical chemist. — 21. — A  person  regist«rgd  under  this  Act; 
as  an  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  shall  be 
competent  to  conduct  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  during  the  temporary  absence  of  such  chemist, 
but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  manage  or  conduct  a  business, 
or  keep  open  shoo,  on  his  own  account. 

Unties  of  inspectors  of  weights  and  measures. — ■ 
22. —  (1)  In  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  the 
Registrar  shall  send  printed  copies  of  the  registers  kept 
under  this  Act  to  the  Inspector,  and  also  to  the  inspector 
of  weights  and  measures  in  each  petty  sessions  district, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  inspector  of  weights 
and  measures  to  report  to  the  Inspector  any  offence, 
against  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  the  Poisons 
(Ireland)  Act,  1870,  committed  within  the  district  of 
such  inspector  of  weights  and  measures. 

(2)  One-third  of  every  sum  of  money  recovered  as  a 
penalty  against  any  person  offending  against  the  pro- 


visions of  the  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act,  1870,  shall  be  paid 
to  any  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  who  shall  be  the 
means  of  bringing  such  person  to  justice,  but  shall,  if 
such  inspector  is  a  constable  of  the  Royal  Ulster  Con- 
stabulary, be  paid  by  him  into  the  fund  "established 
under  sub-section  (5)  of  section  four  of  the  Constabulary 
Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1922. 

Provisions  as  to  apprenticeship. — 23.— (1)  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Act  and  any  regulatins  made  thereunder 
service  as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  body  corporate 
carrying  on  business,  or  to  a  qualified  person  conducting 
a  business,  under  the  authority  and  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
service  as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  an  individual 
lawfully  carrying  on  a  like  business,  and  service  as  an 
apprentice  or  assistant  in  the  drug  department  of  a  whole- 
sale chemist  or  druggist  under  the  supervision  of  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  shall  be  deemed  to  be  service 
as  an  apprentice  -or  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

(2)  The  number  of  apprentices  who  may  be  bound  to 
any  individual  or  corporate  body  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  and  the  conditions  of  apprenticeship,  including 
conditions  on  which  indentures  of  apprenticeship  may  be 
transferred,  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Part  IV 

Amendment  and  Extension  of  the  Law  as  to  the  Sale 
OF  Poisons 

Amendment  of  33  &  34  Vict.  o.  26  and  8  Efiw.  7,  c.  55. 
— 24.— (1)  Schedule  A  to  the  Poisons  (Ireland)'  Act, 
1870  (which  specified  the  articles  to  be  deemed  to  '  be 
poisons  within  the  meaning  of  that  Act),  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  be 
substituted  therefor. 

(2)  The  Fourth  Schedule  to  this  Act  may  be  amended 
by  adding  thereto  or  removing  therefrom  any  article, 
or  by  transferring  any  article  from  one  part  of  that 
Schedule  to  the  other,  m  the  manner  provided  by 
section  one  of  the  Poisons  (Ireland)  ,  Act,  1870,  as 
.amended  by  this  section,  for  adding  to  the  list  of  articles 
deemed  to  be  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  t4iat  Act. 

(3)  In  section  one  of  the  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act,  1870, 
a  resolution  passed  both  by  the  Council  and  by  the 
Medical  Faculty  of  the  Queen's  University  of  Belfast 
shall  be  substituted  for  any  resolution  of  the  King  and 
Queen's  College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland. 

(4)  In  section  two  of  the  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act,  1870, 
after  the  words  "  dispensed  by  a  duly  qualified  apothe- 
cary "  there  shall  be  inserted  the  words  "  or  duly 
registered  pharmaceutical  chemLst." 

(5)  In  the  application  of  section  two  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  to  Northern  Ireland,  for  the 
reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  and  the 
J'harmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
there  shall  be  substituted  a  reference  to  this  Act. 

(5)  Section  five  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
1908.  shall  apply  to  the  free  distribution  of  the  substances 
mentioned  therein  by  any  sanitary  authority  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Public  HeaHh  (Ireland)  Acts,  1878  to 
1918,  in  like  manner  as  it  applies  to  the  sale  of  those 
substances  by  retail,  and  shall  so  apply  as  if  such 
sanitary  authority  were  the  seller. 

Powers  of  officers  to  inspect  premises  and  take  samples 
of  poisons  and  drugs. — 25. — (1)  Any  person  holding  a 
licence  under  this  Act  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
l.ih'Ji'inafeutical  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist, 
and  any  person  licensed  under  section  two  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for 
the  sale  of  certain  poisonous  substances  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times, 
on  being  required  to  do  so  by  the  Inspector  or  by  any 
person  nominated  for  the  purpose  by  the  Minister  of 
Home  Affairs,  permit  the  Inspector,  or  the  person  so 
nominated,  to  inspect  the  premises  of  the  licensed  person 
and  every  store  or  receptacle  where  the  licensed  person 
keeps  poisons  or  poisonous  substances,  and  also  to  inspect 
and  take  copies  of,  and  extracts  from,  any  books  which 
it  may  be  the  duty  of  the  licensed  person  to  keep  in 
pursuance  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851,  the  Poisons  (Ireland) 
Act,  1870,  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  or  this 
Act. 
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'{2)  The  Inspector,  and  any  person  nominated  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  shall  have,  in 
relation  to  the  poisons  and  drugs  enumerated  iu  tJie 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  all  the  powers  of  procuring 
eamples  which  are  conferred  by  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts,  1875  to  1907,  upon  officers  authorised  to 
procure  samples  under  those  Acts. 

Part  V 
Supplemental 

Expcmcs  and  fees  for  annual  licences.— 26. — (1)  The 
salary  of  the  Registrar  and  the  Inspector  and  any 
expenses  of  either  of  those  officers  and  of  the  Minister  of 
Some  Affairs  under  this  Act,  to  such  amount  as  may  be

(3)  One-third  of  every  sum  of  money  recovered  as  a 
penalty  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  who 
Jliall  be  the  means  of  bringing  to  justice  any  person  com- 
mitting any  offence  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  the  remainder  of  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Society  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Saving  for  matters  done  or  suffered  under  38  &  39 
iFicf.,  c.

be  deemed  to  'have  continued,  and  shall  continue,  in 
Wee  in  Northern  Ireland  until  the  day  appointed  by  the 
Minister  of  Home  Affairs  for  the  coming  into  operation 
of  Parts  II  and  III  of  this  Act;  and  any  examination

Part  III 

Provisions    as    to   the    Election    of   President,  Vice- 
President  AND  Members  of  the  Council,   and  jSIeetings 
and  Proceedings  of  the  Council 

1.  The  persons  nominated  under  Part  II  of  this  Schedule 
as  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Council  on  its  first 
constitution,  and  their  successors  in  those  offices,  shall  hold 
the  office  of  President  and  Vice-President,  respectively, 
during  one  year,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  and

4.  In  order  to  d:':ermine  the  rotation  by  which  the  first 
members  of  the  Council  shall  go  out  of  office,  the  Council 
shall  at  their,  first  mseting  form  a  rotation  list,  and  at 
tliat  meeting  the  oaairman  shall  write  the  names  of  all 
the  members  on  separate  slips  of  paper  of,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  equal  size,  and  having  folded  them  up  in  the  same 
mannei',  he  shall  put  them  into  a  ballot  box,  and  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  meeting,  draw  out  the  slips  of  paper 
in  succession  and  the  names  upon  the  slips  so  drawn  shall 
be  written  by  the  chairman  in  a  list  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  drawn.

Inotyol,  used  for  eczema, 
ulcers,  burns,  and  itching  of  the  skin,  is  in  the  form  of 
a  cream,  and  is  packed  in  collapsible  tubes.  A  propa- 
ganda is  being  conducted  to  the  medical  profession,  and 
chemists  may  expect  tO'  have  demands  for  the  preparation. 
The  literature  which  is  being  sent  out  to  doctors  regarding 
Inotyol  is  of  a  distinctive  character,  and  gives  details 
of  th«  composition  of  the  remedy. 

Regent  Freres'  toilet  preparations. — The  Anglo- 
American  Oil  Co.,  Ltd.  (speciality  department),  Albert 
Street,  Camden  Town,  London,  N.W.I,  have  produced -.a 
new  series  of  toilet  preparations  under  the  name  of  Regent 
Freres.  These  include  milk  of  roses,  bay  rum,  creme 
speciale  (hair  fixative),  toilet  paraffin,  eau  d«  violette, 
and  eau  de  quinine.  The  series  (which  is  before  us  as 
we  write)  is  put  up  in  a  distinctive  bottle  of  vase  design, 
and  sprinkler  tops  are  used  where  required  by  the  nature 
of  the  preparation.  The  labels  are  very  attractive,  and 
a  show  stand  is  supplied  for  the  counter  or  window. 
The  style  of  the  preparations  is  shown  in  the  illustrations 
in  the  company's  advertisement  in  this  issue. 


S.  W.  London  Chemists'  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the  South-West  London 
Chemists'      Association     was    held    at     the  Holborn 
Restaurant,  London,  W.,  on  January  14,  Mr.    G.  F 
Barratt  (President)  in  the  chair.      There  was  a  good 
attendance  of  members  and  friends,  among  the  latter 
being  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson,  Mr 
Trick,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Noble,  Mrs.  Skinner,  Mr. 
and  xMrs.  Keall,  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher,  and  the  wholesale 
drug  trade  was  well  represented.     The  toast  list  was 
short,   and  the  speeches  were  commendably  brief,  ia 
deference  to  the  unanimous  desire  of  the  company  to 
be  "on  with  the  dance."     Mr.  D.  Andrew  Rees,  in 
proposing  the  combined  toast  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,"  spoke  of  the 
lofty  ideas  held  by  these  bodies  for  the  improvement 
of  pharmacy.     There  was  no  better  way,  he  said,  of 
helping  these  ideas  to  materialise  than  by  giving  support 
to  both  bodies.    Coupled  with  the  toast  were  Sir  Wm. 
Glyn-Jones  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson.  -  Sir  William,  who 
first    responded,    apologised    for   the     absence   of  Mr. 
Sargeant  (President  of  the  Society),  who  was  present  at 
a  similar  function  in  Leeds.    Mr.  Melhuish,  he  believed, 
was  also  there..      So  numerous  were  these  functions 
becoming  that  presently  he  would  begin  to  think  that 
the  qualities  for  making   a  good   President  would  be 
those  of  a  good  Lord  Mayor — namely,  attend  a  public 
dinner    every   night.      (Laughter.)      A    wireless  trans- 
mittina  station,  he  thought,  might  solve  the  difficulty. 
The  President's  speech  could  then  be  broadcast.    As  it 
had  not  been  indicated  what  section  of  the  toast  he 
was   to  reply  to,   he  would   leave   the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  Mr.  Mallinson.     He  (Sir  William)  was  well 
qualified  to  speak  for  the  R.P.U.,  for  he  had  been  long 
connected   with  'it  under   another   name — the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association.     Sir  William  went  on  to  give  a 
word  of  praise  to  the  work  of  the  Union.      He  then 
thanked     the     Association     for     the     opportunity     of ' 
replying    for   the  R.P.U.,    for   they   were  all   sick  of 
talking  about  their  own  organisation.      Mr.  Mallinson, 
Avho    facetiously    complained    that    Sir    William  had 
"  stolen    the    whole    of   his   .speech,"   nicely  balanced 
the  complimentary  remarks  regarding  the  Union  with  a 
eulogy  of   the  work  of  the   Society   and  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones.  ^  No  matter  what  Government  Department 
pr  body   he   is   in  touch  with  he  is  up  against  the 
influence  of  the  -Society.    So  long  as  those  bodies  go  to 
the  headquarters  of  the  Society  the  R.P.U.  will  always 
have  a  say  in  the  matter  under  consideration,  and,  he 
added,  that  is  enough  for  the  Union.     He  appreciatea 
the  support  from  the  -S.W.  Association  and  regretted  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Atkins  from  the  Central  Executive.  Mr. 
A.    G.  Wrench   (President  of   the   Croydon   Chemists-'  • 
Association),   in  proposing    '■  The   South-West  London 
Chemists'  Association,"   commented  on  the  strength  of 
the  Association  in  sport,  and  complimented,  Mr.  Rees, 
the   social  secretary,   cn   his   work.      Mr.    Barratt,  in 
replying,  said  he  was  disappointed  with  the  amount  of 
interest  shown  in  the  affairs  of  the  Association  by  the 
bulk  of  the  members.     He  presumed  other  Associations 
had  the  same  experience.     In  reply  to  such  questions 
as  "  What  is  the  use  of  the  Associations?  "  he  would 
say  that  the  social  reasons  alone  were  well  worth  the 
nominal  subscription.     He  trhanked  those  who  had  sup- 
ported him  during  his  two  years'  tenure  of  office.  Mr, 
J.   E.   Monaghan  proposed    "  The  Visitors,"  and  Mr., 
C.  A.  Noble  (President  of  the  London  (Western)  Pharma- 
cists'  Association)    replied.    The    floor    was  afterwards 
cleared,  and  dancing  started  about  10  p.m.

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Observations  and  Reflections

Sir  Richard  Winfrey 

will,  I  hope,  continue  his  reminiscences. 
Even  if  those  to  come  have  not  such  a  direct  reference 
to  our  business  as  chemists  as  those  he  has  already  given 
us,  they  are  sure  to  be  interesting  to  us  as  men  and 
women.  Sir  Richard  again  recalls  my  own  old  experi- 
ences, this  time  as  an  assistant — more,  however,  by 
contrast  than  similarity.  "  Living-in  was  the  almost 
universal  rule  in  my  time,  and  though  I  was  lucky  in 
most  of  my  situations,  I  must  still  envy  him  hii  f;xperi- 
bnce  at  Bell's.  Some  of  my  contemporaries  li.xd  still 
more  excuse  for  doing  so,  for  the  "  living-in  "  system 
oJEten  placed  the  assistant  in  anythmg  but  a  pleasant 
position — a  position  somewhat  like  that  of  the  Victorian 
'i  governess,"  half  menial,  half  familiar.  The  lot  of  tihe 
young  assistant  in  London  in  the  'sixties  was  in  many 
respects  a  hard  one,  especially  if  he  had  no  friends  near 
him.  I,  for  example,  was  on  duty  in  the  shop  on  every 
alternate  Sunday,  and  when  not  on  duty  was  not  ex- 
pected to  be  on  the  premises  from  10  a.m.  to  11  p.m. 
In  bad  weather  there  were  two  plates  open  to  me, 
churches  and  public-houses  (restaurants  didn't  want  me 
except  at  meal-times) .  Museums,  picture  galleries, 
lecture-rooms,  and  all  places  of  entertainment  were  closed. 
Mr.  Moncure  Conway  and  a  few  hke-minded  men  did 
once  start  a  movement  for  cheap  lectures  and  sacred 
concerts  (at  the  Fishmongers'  Hall,  if  I  remember 
rightlyj  ;  but  after  three  weeks  the  Sunday  Society  inter- 
vened and  compelled  them  under  a  statute  of  that  most 
"  religious  and  gracious  King,"  Charles  11,  to  give  it 
up,  and  we  were  driven  back  to  the  bar-parlour.  One 
might  parody  Mme  Roland:  "O  religion,  what  things 
are  done  in  thy  name!" 

Mr.  Jenkin, 

ill  his  speech  at  the  Thames  Valley  Association 
meeting  (C.  tt  Z>.,  January  10,  p.  62),  gave  a  cogent 
and  fairly  complete  answer  to  the  President's  laboured 
defence  of  the  new  by-laws.  One  point  in  it  he  missed, 
or  at  least  did  not  sufficiently  emphasise,  the  assertion, 
namely,  that  the  Council  has  decided  that  in  this  country 
there  should  be  no  higher  qualification  in  pharmacy  than 
ihan  of  pharmaceutical  chemist.  If  this  means,  as  it 
appears  to  do,  that  the  pharmaceutical  chemist  of  the 
future  will  be  in  every  respect  the  equal  of  the  bachelor 
of  pharmacy  of  the  London  University,  except  that  he 
will  not  be  entitled  to  the  magic  formula  B.Sc.  lx)nd. 
after  his  name,  what  earthly  use  is  there  in  taking  that 
degree  ?  But  the  President's  assertion  is  manifestly 
incorrect.  Whatever  the  qualification  required  of  the 
Ph.C.  may  be,  the  London  B.Sc.  degree  will  always  rank 
iiigher  than  his,  and  the  Society  cannot  say  what  it 
will  involve.  The  very  reason  given  for  these  new  by- 
laws is  that  the  pharmaceutical  chemist  may  piroceed  to 
the  higher  rank  of  B.Sc.  Lond.  without  difficulty,  and  is 
therefore  a  contradiction  in  terms  of  what  the  "President 
asserts. 

A  More  Sophistical  Speech 

than  this  of  Mr.  Sargeant's  it 
■would  be  difficult  to  imagine.  It  may  be  true  that  no 
*'  effective  "  criticism  of  the  new  by-laws  has  been  offered. 
It  all  depends  upon  what  is  meant  by  "effective."  So 
far  as  effect  on  the  Council  is  concerned,  I  prophesied  a 
fortnight  ago  that  criticism  would  prove  futile,  and 
Apparently  I  was  right.  The  President  says  we  misunder- 
stand the  by-laws,  but  his  explanation  of  them  is  merely 
an  expansion  of  what  we  found  in  them  without  his 
help.  His  reference  to  the  1922  report  of  the  Education 
Committee  is  entirely  irrelevant;  that  report  had  no 
reference  Avhatever  to  the  Major  examination,  and  if  its 
suggestions  cannot  be  carried  out  without  these  by-laws 
care  was  taken  to  conceal  the  fact.  Mr.  Parrv  says  the 
Council  has  nothing  to  hide,  which  means,  \  suppose, 
that  ji  has  hidden  this  matter  so  long  that  it  can  now 
safely  be  disclosed.  Mr.  Parry  saidj  too,  that  admission 
to  til©  Register  will  still  be  controlled  by  the  Society, 


a  somewhat  gratuitous  remark,  since  that  is  a  matter 
the  Society  cannot  alter  by  any  by-law;  but  apparently  it 
will  be  possible  to  become  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  by 
taking  the  London  B.Sc,  without  passing  the  Major, 
if  anybody  thinks  it  worth  while.  Mr.  Jenkin's  own 
scheme,  offered  by  way  of  "  constructive  criticism," 

Is  Needlessly  Elaborate, 

but  divested  of  its  exuberances  it 
would  be  greatly  preferable  to  the  Society's.  I  welcome 
especially  his  proposal  for  an  assistant's  qualification,  and 
am  glad  to  see  that  it  was  approved  by  several  subse- 
quent speakers.  As  I  have  said  before,  without  some 
such  provision  our  whole  scheme  ot  education  is  littk 
better  than  an  organised  hypocrisy.  That  we  have  been 
deterred  from  adopting  it  by  that  old  ''  bogey  "  to  which 
Mr.  Jenkin  alluded  is  a  perpetual  disgrace  to  us.  Unless 
his  suggestion  of  "  an  inducement  to  chemists  and 
druggists  to  become  pharmaceutical  chemists  "  implies  a 
temporary  means  of  admitting  present  chemists  ajid 
druggists  to  the  higher  rank  on  easy  terms  as  a  pre- 
liminary to  the  abolition  of  the  distinction  by  granting 
the  Ph.C.  title  to  all  future  registered  men,  Mr.  Jenkin 
is  lamentably  weak  on  this  point.  If  I  understand  Mr. 
Sargeant,  the  possibility  of  this  really  desirable  reform 
has  been  contemplated,  and  is  not  altogether  hopeless. 
Only  selfish  considerations  stand  in  the  way,  and  it  is  a 
great  blot  on  the  present  scheme  of  reform — wliich,  as 
I  ihave  previously  adm'itted,  has,  prima  facier,  some 
attractive  features  and  seems  to  have  been  conceived  in  a 
generous  spirit — that  it  does  not  include  it.  It  is,  how- 
ever, no  new  thing  to  find  the  Society  mar  its  own  well- 
meant  projects  in  this  way. 

The  "  Presumption  " 

(to  use  his  own  word)  of  the  writer 
in  "  The  Confectioners'  Union  "  who  complains  that 
chemists  have  "  forced  their  way  into  his  trade  " 
(C.  db  D.,  January  10,  p.  59)  is  only  equalled  by  his 
ignorance.  The  trade  he  carries  on  is  in  reality  but  an 
offshoot  of  ours  ;  the  very  name  by  Avhich  he  calls  him- 
self, spelt  with  an  a  instead  of  an  e,  was  first  used, 
some  time  in  the  Middle  Ages,  as  a  synonym  for 
"  apothecary  "  or  a  compounder  of  medicines,  as  he  may 
learn  from  a  no  less  well-known  writer  than  Longfellow, 
who  in  his  "  Golden  Legend  "  refers  to  the  edict  of 
the  Emperor  Frederick  II,  which  appointed  officers 
"  To  report  if  any  confectionarius 
Mingles  his  drugs  with  matters  various." 
A  writer  of  the  seventeenth  century  who  speaks  of 
"  Galenical  Shop-Cordials  and  other  Confectionarj-  Medi- 
caments "  had  in  mind,  among  other  thingis,  such  official 
preparations  as  saccharum  liordeatum,  otherwise  barley 
sugar,  and  saccharum  rosatum  tabulatum,  otherwise  rose 
lozenges  (wliich  would  hardly  now  be  reoarded  as  medi- 
cines, but  rather  as  "  sweets  "),  and  other  confections, 
sugars  and  candies  of  owr  old  dispensatories,  of  which 
the  same  may  be  said.  Nor  was  the  distinction  between 
"  confectionar  "  and  "confectioner"  radical;  probably 
it  arose  accidentally.  I  find  in  the  Oxford  English  Dic- 
tionary a  quotation  under  date  1545,  which  runs  : 
"  Ambre,  musk©,  f  rankencense,  gallia  muscata,  and  con- 
fection nere  (sic)."  This  is  ancient  history,  but  the 
"  sweet  "  trade  has  always,  down  to  our  own  time,  gone 
along,  more  or  less,  with  that  of  the  chemist  -and 
druggist.  -  When  I  entered  the  trade  our  business  with 
Meggeson,  principally,  I  might  say.  in  "boiled  sugars," 
was  a  very  large  one.  It  is  ridiculous  to  accuse  us  of 
"  forcing  our  way  "  into  a  trade  that  came  to  us  so 
naturally  as  this. 

Aitchless  chemists  pueferbed. — In  "  The  Way  of  the 
World,"  in  a  rec-ent  issue  of  "  Tlie  Morning  Post,"  we 
read  : — "  I  had  occasion  once  to  buy  some  cough- 
lozenges.  '  You  are  sure,'  I  said  to  the  chemist,  '  there 
is  no  harmful  drug  in  these  ?  '  '  Oh  dear  no !  '  he 
replied,  '  Aundi-ed'ud'ardly'urtcher  !  '  How  much  more 
melodious  and  easy  is  this  one  long  liquid  word  than 
the  staccato  '  A  hundred  would  ha.rdly  hurt  you  ' !  " 
The  chemist  had  apparently  succeeded  in  adapting  his 
conversation  to  his  company.

An  Official  Classification 

In  the  c-ours©  of  the  numerous  discussions  that  took 
place  five  years  ago  on  Industrial  Councils  and  Trades 
Boards,  a  good  deal,'  it  may  be  remembered,  turned  on 
questions  of  organisation  and  classification,  especially 
at  a  time  when  it  was  feared  that  the  retail  chemists' 
business  would  be  swallowed  up  in  a  Board  covering 
the  whole  of  the  distributive  trades.  Witii  this  in 
mind,  we  turned  expectantly  to  the  "  Classification  of 
Industries  "  and  "  Classification  of  Occupations  "  issued 
from  the  Stationery  Office,  at  the  respective  prices  of 
3s.  6d.  and  7s.  6d.,  in  connection  with  the  census  of 
England  aTi-d  Wales  taken  in  1921.  Neither  the  preface 
nor  the  appendix  to  each  of  these  imposing  pamphlets 
throws  any  appreciable  light  on  the  reason  for  their 
publication.  On  glancing  through  the  lists  side  by  side, 
an  impression  is  conveyed  that  bj'  "  industries  "  is 
meant  processes,  and  by  "  occupations  "  classes  of 
workers ;  but,  on  further  examination,  this  idea  has  to 
disappear  in  the  general  confusion.  A  few  examples 
will  suffice.  Order  V,  suborder  1,  of  "  Industries  " 
has  the  specific  heading  "  Chemicals,"  and  each  of  its 
divisions  has  a  code  number  and  a  class-heading.  Pass- 
ing over  the  first  two,  we  arrive  at  "  072.  Dyes.  Manu- 
facture of  "  :.  thirteen  are  enumerated,  ending  with 
"  British  Dyes  Co."  The  next  division  is  headed  "  073. 
Dyes  and  Fine  Chemicals.  Manufacture  of  "  :  about 
100  are  given,  including  "  balsam,"  cosmetics,  fly-papers, 
gelatin  capsules,  herb  chopping,  and  "  papier  poudre," 
while  the  index  refers  to-  another  not  in  073 — drug  manu- 
facturer. Order  VI,  suborder  2,  of  "  Occupations," 
"  Makers  of  Paints,  Oils  (not  Mineral),  etc.,"  has  the 
quaint  entry  in  150  (e),  "  hotel  contractor."  Turning 
to  industries  and  occupations  involving  retail  as  well  as 
wholesale  or  manufacturing  operations,  the  lists  become 
still  more  entertaining.  In  Order  XVII,  suborder  1,  of 
"  Industries,"  we  read  :  "  627.  Dealing  in  Drugs  and 
Druggists'  Sundries  (Retail)."  The  record  is  a  brief  one, 
and  shall  be  given  in  full  : —

The  two  most  interesting  persons  on  this  roll,  for  our 
present  purpose,  are  the  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  the 
pharmaceutical  student  :  we  arrive  at  an  elucidation  of 
their  functions  by  five  more  steps.  (1)  Turning  to 
"  Occupations,  Order  XXIII,  suborder  1,  770  (e)— "  Pro- 
prietors, Managing  Directors,  Managers  of  Wholesale  or 
Retail  Businesses  " — we  find,  among  other  people, 
chemist's  manager,  druggist's  manager,  pharmaceutical 
chemist-,  pharmaceutist,  pharmacist.  (2)  Under  775— 
"  Salesmen  and  Shop  Assistants  " — we  have  chemist's 
assistant,  but  not  druggist's  nor  pharmacist's.  (3)  Order 
XXV,  suborder  1,  "  Professional  Occupations  (excluding 
Clerical  Staff)  "  yields,  under  849  (e) — "  Subordinate 
Medical  Service  (including  Masseurs,  Bone  Setters  and 
Herbalists)  " — chemist's  dispenser,  preceded  by  cancer 
doctor,  and  followed  by  circumciser  and  cupper.  (It 
may  he  -wondered,  in  passing,  what  the  General  Medical 
Council  will  think  of  such  entries  in  this  division  as 
-"  cancer  doctor  "  and  "  unqualified  practitioner.") 
(4)  Under  code  number  866  (e) — "  Analytical  and  Re- 
search Chemists;  Assayers,  Metallurgists  "—are  subsumed 
in  alphabetical  position  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  (for  a 


firm  of  manufacturing  chemists)  "  and  "  pharmacist  (for 
manufacturing  chemist)."  (5)  Code  number  868 — "  Arti- 
cled  Clerks  and  Pupils  and  Other  Professional  Students  " 
— includes  pharmaceutical  student.  We  are  thus  in  a 
position  to  infer  that,  according  to  the  wisdom  of  these 
official  documents,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  is  a  man 
who  does  not  employ  either  a  manager  or  an  assistant. 
(Incidentally,  a  druggist  employs  the  former,  but  not  the 
latter.)  If  engaged  by  a  manufacturing  chemist,  he  is 
known  as  a  phai-macist ;  but  if  a  firm  is  the 
employer,  he  may  use-  the  fuller  title.  Alterna- 
tively, it  may  be  that  on  entering  the  service  of  a  single 
manufacturer  as  distinguished  from  a  firm,  he  is  con- 
verted into  a  pharmacist  as  defined  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  pharmaceutical  student,  after 
the  manner  of  Sir  Boyle  Roche's  bird,  is  in  two  classes 
at  the  same  time  :  he  is  a  retail  dealer  in  drugs  and 
druggists'  sundries,  and  he  is  also  an  articled  clerk, 
pupil,  or  professional  student  in  a  suborder  of  an  order 
that  excludes  clerical  staff.  Regardless  of  the  friction 
that  may  be  occasioned,  the  census  authorities  have  laid 
it  down  that  the  chemist,  his  manager  and  his  assistant 
are  tradesmen,  his  dispenser  is  a  professional  man,  and 
his  apprentice  is  both.  The  serious  feature  of  all  this  is 
that  the  issue  of  such  effusions  involves  the  expenditure  of 
public  moRty ;  and  it  may  be  suggested  that,  in  future, 
they  had  better  remain  unpublished. 


The  Turpentine  Position 

As  is  usual  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  more 
interest  is  being  shown  in  the  market  for  American 
turpentine,  and  the  price  has  already  advanced  a  few 
shillings  per  cwt.  from  the  level  recorded  at  the  close 
of  December  last  at  about  65s.  per  cwt.  for  spot  delivery. 
The  position  in  the  United  States,  however,  has  remained 
obscure,  and  is  viewed  in  a  conservative  light  by  most 
dealers  or  brokers  on  this  side,  notwithstanding  the  sharp 
advance  in  the  Savannah  spot  quotation  to  87^  cents. 
Private  cable  advices  stated  that  contracts  for  May- 
August  delivery  were  being  arranged  at  about  80  cents, 
or  a  discount  of  7^  cents  on  spot  spirit.  This  might 
be  regarded  as  anything  but  a  strong  feature,  although 
rumours  have  been  circulated  to  the  effect  that  crop 
operations  in  the  coming  season  are  intended  to  be  cur- 
tailed, presumably  under  the  policy  of  the  American 
Producers'  Association,  which  was  created  last  year. 
Should  there  be  any  foundation  for  these  rumours,  this 
would  lead  one  to  the  conclusion  that  the  American 
yield  for  the  current  season  has  been  excessive  and  that 
the  reports  of  serious  damage  through  storms  in  the 
turpentine-belt  a  few  months  ago  were  exaggerated.  Tliis 
opinion  seems  to  be  confirmed  by  the  fact  that  the 
receipts  in  the  southern  markets  have  been  abnormally 
heavy  within  the  last  two  months  or  so.  Advices  received 
from  disinterested  observers  at  Savannah  claim  that  quite 
large  stocks  exist  at  distributing  centres,  and  would 
almost  suggest  that  the  position  in  point  of  spot  value 
is  artificial,  while  it  is  suggested  that  the  future  course 
of  the  market  will  depend  largely  on  how  far  the  large 
surplus  stocks  can  be  financed.  At  any  rate,  it  is  yet 
too  soon  to  place  much  reliance  on  the  stability  of  the 
market,  although  current  prices  may  be  considered  fairly 
reasonable  compared  with  the  figures  ruling  a  year  ago, 
when  reserve  stocks  were  not  so  large  as  they  now  are. 
In  the  earlier  part  of  last  year  the  estimates  of  the 
crop's  yield  were  under  ated,  and  the  result  was  thai 
more  spirit  became  available  than  had  been  anticipated, 
so  that  this,  in  conjunction  with  the  disappointing  state 
of  American  trade,  largely  accounted  for  the  renewed 
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downward  movement.  At  the  lower  level  of  prices  "in 
the  last  few  months  consumption  has  apparently  been 
stimulated,  and  our  market  was  induced  to  lay  in  stocks 
on  a  more  important  scale.  The  reduced  prices  establifihed 
in  London  in  the  latter  part  of  1924  tended  to  attract 
some  important  buying  on  Continental  account,  chiefly 
for  Hamburg.  In  the  circumstances,  the  encroachrdents 
made  on  the  London  stocks  assumed  more  important 
dimensions  than  had  been  anticipated,  and  the  statistical 
position  here  has  been  strengthened  considerably  from 
what  it  was  late  in  October,  when  the  London  visible 
supply  was  about  53,000  barrels.  By  the  close  of  the  year 
this  was  reduced  to,  roughly,  38,000  barrels,  which,  how- 
ever, is  considered  amj)le  enough  to  cope  with  all  needs 
until  the  beginning  of  May  next,  even  allowing  for 
possible  further  re-exports  to  Continental  port-s.  The 
present  stocks  show  an  excess  of  about  6,000  barrels 
compared  with  this  time  last  year,  but  additional  con- 
signments from  America  might  perhaps  be  made  unless 
the  demand  there  assumes  more  liveliness  than  has  been 
the  case  of  late.  So  far  American  dealers  or  consumers 
have  followed  the  rise  relu.-tantly,  although  the  indus- 
trial outlook  is  brighter.  Some  idea  or  the  extent  to 
which  consumption  on  tliis  side  has  been  stmiulated  by 
the  lower  prices  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  similar  to 
the  retui'ns  for  1923^  the  London  deliveries- for  the  .  past 
year  showed  an  increase  of  about  8,000  barrels  to  .  about. 
101,000  barrels,  so  that  in  the  two  years  combined  the 
deliveries  have  been  increased  together  by  over  15,000 
barrels.  The  fact  has  to  be  noted  that  in  the  past  year 
but  little  French  spirit  has  been  coming  to  this  side, 
having  been  disposed  of  locally  and  to  other  Continental, 
countries,  chiefly  Switzerland.  It  is,  however,  reported  that 
a  number  ,of  parcels  have  been  despatched  to  this  .market, 
just  lately,  which  business  has  been  apparently  facilitated 
by  the  further  -depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  franc.. 
The  good  showing  of  the  London  deliveries  for  1924 
certainly  indicates  that  needs  have  been  on  the  increase.. 
The  two  ex-treme  quotations  recorded  at  Savannah  within 
1924  were  98  cents  and  75  cents;  the  former,  was.  touched 
in  January  and  the  latter  early  in  December,  while  the 
highest  and  the  lowest  attained  in  this  market  at  the. 
periods  mentioned  were  79is.  6d.  and  57s.  respectively. 
We  give  below  the  highest  and  lowest  London  prices . 
(per  cwt.)  for  the  last  thr-ee  years,  with  the  quotation  at 
the  close  of  each  year  for  comparison  purposes

There,  has  thus  been  within  the  past  year  a  deprecia- 
tion on  balance  of  lis.  6d.  per  cwt.,  although  the  price 
closed  at  3s.  6d  above  the  worst  reached  of  57s.  Tliis 
figure  was  the  lowest  .seen  since  the  year  1921,  when  the 
two  extreme  figureis.  touched  were  115s.  and  44s.  6d. 
The  fact  may  be  recalled  that  in  times  of  excessive 
supplies  and  extreme  trade  depression  before  the  war, 
tm-pentine  was  selling  down  to  about  25s.,  but  incidental 
to  acute  ^  scarcity  several  years  .before  the  war  the  spot 
price  advanced  to  ais  h.igh  as  71s.,  when  it  commanded 
a  premium  of  -over  15s.  per  cwt.  over  forward  positions. 
Possibly  the  vronst  of  the  downward  movement  for  this 
season  has  been  .seen,  while  in  the  event  of  increased 
American  needs  within  the  next  four  months  or  so  prior 
to  the  new  crop  movement.  American  speculative  or  con- 
trolling forces  may  easily  lead  to  a  sharply  advancing 
market. 


Irish  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

In  another  part  of  this  issue  we  print  the  text  of  ths 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  (Northern  Ireland),  which 
will  for  various  reasons  interest  our  readers  at  home 
and  abroad.  We  commented  on  the  chief  features  of  the 
Bin  in  the  C.  &  D.,  November  15  and  22,  and  now 
give  the  complete  Bill,  so  that  when  the  Bill  is  before 
the  Northern  Ireland  Parliament,  our  readens  can  follow 
the  discussions.  The  BiU  is  one  of  the  longest  dealing 
with  pharmacy  with  which  we  have  ever  dealt,  its 
length  being  due .  chiefly  to  the  different  conditions  of 
pharmacy  in  Ireland  and  the  desire  to  provide  means  of 
simplifying  the  practice  in  the  future.  There  is  con- 
templated, we  are  told,  an  additional  schedule  to  the 
Bill  of  drugs  and  chemicals  other  than  scheduled  poisons, 
the  sale  of  which  is  to  be  confined  to  registered  persons. 
This  is  an  innovation  the  progress  of  which  will  be 
watched  with  interest  in  Great  Britain.  This  is  an 
appropriate  place  to  mention  that  in  the  C.  &  D., 
November  22,  p.  752,  when  we  referred  to  pharmaceutical 
assistants'  qualification  as  a  novelty,  we  had  in  vjew  the 
conditions  existing  in  Great  Britain.  The  pharmaceutical 
assistant  qualification  has  been  in  existence  in  Ireland 
since  the  coming  in  force  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland), 
1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

French  Customs  Tariff  Revision 

The  war  gave  a  great  impetus  to  the  development  of  the 
chemical  industry  in  France,  not  only  as  regards  the 
mannfacture  of  heavy  chemicals,  but  particularly  of  fine 
chemicals  and  sj'nthetic  perfumes,  a  field  in  which  Ger- 
many had  hitherto  claimed  an  almost  unchallenged 
monopoly.  Since  the  Armistice  strenuous  efforts  have 
been  made  not  only  to  maintain  the  lead  gained  by  this 
industry,  but  also  to  develop  it  and  further  expand  its 
scope  and  output,  with  the  object  of  rendering  the  home 
market,  as  far  as  possible,  independent  of  German  sup- 
plies, or  even  of  competing  abroad  with  that  country's 
activities  in  this  branch  o^  enterprise.  The  realisation 
of  this  aim  has  been  further  facilitated  by  the  inclusion 
in  the  Customs  tariff  of  high  specific  rates  of  duty  for  a 
very  wide  range  of  chemicals,  and  the  importance  which 
is  attached  to  safeguarding  this  branch  of  French  industry 
may  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that  in  the  Bill  now  pre- 
sented to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for  the  readjustment 
of  certain  rates  in  the  Customs  tariff,  the  duties  on 
chemicals,  as  a  group,  occupy  an  almost  preponderant 
portion  of  the  lengthy  list  of  proposed  increases.  Else- 
where in  this  issue  we  publish  a  table  showing  the  pro- 
posed new  rates  of  duty  for  a  large  number  of  chemicals 
of  interest  to  our  readers.  This  partial  revision  of  the 
French  Customs  tariff  is  admittedly  designed  as  a  weapon 
in  the  forthcoming  negotiations  with  several  countries  for 
the  conclusion  of  new  commercial  agreements,  since  oirly 
manufactured  goods  have  been  singled  out  for  increases 
in  the  rates  of  duty.  In  many  instances  the  proposed 
charges  represent  a  formidable  increase  on  the  existing 
rates,  and  would  prove  a  heavy  handicap  to  manj'  of  our 
chemical  manufacturers  who  have  found  a  market  for 
their  products  in  France.  Although  the  new  charges  may 
entail  a  corresponding  rise  in  price  of  certain  goods  to 
the  French  consumer,  the  low  value  of  the  franc  has  been 
mainly  responsible  for  the  growing  popularity  of  a  pohey 
of  restricting  imports,  and  this  consideration  will  doubt- 
less carry  weight  with  the  deputies  when  the  Bill  comes 
up  for  discussion. 

Hawkees  and  the  Shops  Act. — In  a  case  heard  at 
Blackburn  Police  Court  on  December  24,  the  magistrates 
ruled  that  a  trader  with  a  hawker's  licence  was  bound  to 
observe  the  hours  of  trading  in  force  m  the  districts  he" 
visited,  and  accordingly  fined  a  man  10s.  for  trading  from 
a  motor-vehicle  after  the  prescribed  hour. 

Extravagance  ! — The  Glasgow  medical  officer  of  health 
reoently.  asked  (and  obtained)  permission  to  destroy  184 
"bags"  of  potatoes,  which  had  had  a  stormy  passage 
from  Hamburg.  It  appeared  that  the  potatoes  were  found 
to  contain  14.71  gr.  of  Glauber  salt  per  lb.,  and  that 
after  cutting  and  washing  a  further  25.2  gr.  per  lib.  was 
exti-act-ed.  _

Sir  Richard  Winfrey  on  his  Record  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  World

Thb  Editor  says  I  am  to  go  on  with  my  story,  so  this 
third  article  may  be  appropriately  entitled,  How  I 
Became  a  Serious  Politician." 

I  had  no  sooner  reached  home  in  August  1885  thaii 
I  was  introduced  to  the  Liberal  candidate,  who  had 
been  recently  chosen  to  contest  the  .Spalding  Division 
{Mr.  Halley  Stewart),  and  he  was  destined  to  become 
my  political  godfather — as  events  will  show.  Our  first 
business  was  organisation,  to  get  as  many  of  the  newly 
franchised  labourers  as  possible  upon  the  new  electoral 
register.  Then,  after  harvest,  we  entered  upon  a  plat- 
form campaign  which  lasted  Avithout  interruption  until 
the  election  in  December.  That  was,  of  coui-se.  before 
the  days  of  motor-cars ;  and  it  meant  long  drives  in  all 
sorts  of  vehicles,  and  in  all  sorts  of  weather.  ily 
father  had  a  fast-trotting  mare  (T  am  riding  a  great 
grandson  of  hers  to-day),  and  she  must  have  taken  U6 
thousands  of  miles.  It  was  often  past  midnight  before 
we  reached  home.  There  has  been  nothing  like  the 
enthusiasm  of  that  1835  election  in  these  latter  days, 
and  it  kept  us  going.  Mr.  Stewart  was  what  I  should 
term  a  thorough-paced  radical  and  a  fine  platform 
speaker,  handling  every  subject  thoroughly  from  A  to  Z. 
He  always  went  to  the  root  of  things,  and  expounded 
the  gospel  with  great  lucidity — a  veritable  schoolmaster 
in  politics.  Indeed,  we  were  most  fortunate  in  our 
candidate :  and  there  are  many  others  besides  myself 
who  owe  what  I  may  call  the  groundwork  of  our  faith 
in  Liberal  principles  to  the  remarkably  able  speeches  he 
delivered  in  that  long  campaign.  My  debating  society 
experience  naturally  proved  very  useful,  and  I  was  soon 
able  to  keep  the  second  meeting  going  until  his  arrival 
from  his  first  meeting ;  and  so  I  served  my  apprentice- 
ship. Ofi  the  platform  I  devoted  my  energies  to  the 
organisation ;  and  that  led,  I  suppose,  to  my  becoming 
his  honorary  election  agent,  as  I  did.  The  resalt  of 
all  our  hard  work  was  that  we  were  beaten  by  the 
narrow  majority  of  78 — a  very  tantalising  finish.  But, 
as  it  turned  out,  it  was  not  the  finish,  but  only  the 
beginning.  After  winding  up  the  election  accounts  in 
January  1886  I  went  off  to  Bournemouth  to  manage 
"Fred"  Bilson's  business  while  he  got  married:  and 
that  proved  to  be  my  last  effort  in  pharmacy,  as  I  shall 
presently  show. 

The  Un"expectei>  Happens 
Immediately  on  leaving  Bilson's  the  unexpected  hap- 
pened, as  it  frequently  does  in  the  political  world.  Mr. 
Gladstone,  the  Prime  Minister,  declared  himself  in 
favour  of  Home  Rule  for  Ireland:  .Jcseph  Chamberlain, 
John  Bright  and  several  of  his  colleagues  dissented  ; 
defeat  followed  in  the  House  of  Commons;  and  in  less 
than  six  months  Parliament  was  again  dissolved,  and  we 
had  another  general  election  in  July  1885.  Here  was 
a  great  and  unexpected  opportunity  for  me.  Mr.  Stewart 
was  again  our  candidate,  and  I  again  took  my  place  as 
his  honorary  election  agent  and  platform  assistant.  It 
proved  a  disastrous  election  for  the  followers  of  Mr. 
Gladstone  all  over  the  country ;   but  in  the  Spalding 
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division  we  -were  only  beaten  by  the  small  majority  of 
288,  which  was  •decidedly  good  by  comparison  with  th« 
rest  of  the  country. 

Xow  came  for  me  the  turning-point  in.  mj  caseef,- 
The  advent  of  Lord  Salisbury's  Government  with  a  large 
majority  meant  six  years  before  another  general  election. 
What  was  I  to  do?  My  father  naturally  said  :  "Ton 
have  had  twelve  months  of  politics;  now  yon  must  go 
back  to  your  profession — take  a  huslnea  and  settle  daicn."- 
But  it  was  too  late ;  the  political  vims  had  got  into 
my  blood.  I  thought  of  those  long  hours  on  night  duty 
at  .John  Bell  &  Co.'s.  I  also  visited  some  of  my  old 
friends  who  were  in  business,  and  I  was  not  attracted. 
Still,  what  could  I  do?  I  had  a  very  miserable  period 
of  indecision,  which  naturally  led  to  strained  relationship 
with  my  parent.  Still,  I  was  determined  if  possible 
to  change  my  vocation. 

Well,  it  happened  thus.  During  the  two  election,  con- 
tests I  had  found  time  to  contribute  articles  and  reports 
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to  the  local  Liberal  newspaper,  the  "  Spalding  CTuar- 
dian,"  which  was  owned  and  printed  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Cooke,  the  proprietor  of  the  "  Boston  Guardian,"  with 
whom  I  had  become  friendly.  To  him  I  confided  my 
troubles.  He  proposed  that  I  should  take  over  the 
"  Spalding  Guardian  "  by  purchasing  the  copyriahr.  and 
he  would  continue  to  print  it  for  me.  In  the  end  I 
agreed  that  I  would  apprentice  myself  for  six  months 
to  Mr.  Cooke  at  Boston  to  learn  something  of  news- 
paper management.  This  I  did,  and  in  April  1887  I 
settled  down  in  the  town  of  Spalding  as  the  praprietar 
and  editor  of  the  local  Liberal  paper.  My  father  was 
not  openly  hoetile,  but  he  wae  a  careful  man,  and,  I 
could  see,  feared  I  had  made  a  grave  mistake.  This 
naturally  put  me  on  my  mettle,  and  I  worked  all  th« 
hours  that  came.  I  had  one  good  reporter  and  an  oflSce 
boy;  the  rest-  I  did  myself.  On  the  business  side  I 
kept  the  books  and  appointed  the  agents ;  on  the  literary 
side  I  wrote  coltunus  a  week  on  aU  sorts  of  subjects; 
and   on  the  mechanical  side  I  went  to  Boston  every 
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>veek,  saw  my  paper  printed  and  took  off  my  coat  and 
packed  up  the  country  parcels.  Short  of  selling  the 
jiajicr  on  the  streets,  there  was  nothing  I  did  not  do  to 
make  my  venture  a  success. 

Then,  after  barely  three  months'  propriet-orehip  (in 
July  1887),  I  had  the  greatest  stroke  of  luck  inraginable. 
One  morning  the  Tory  agent  (a  local  solicitor)  walked 
into  my  office  and  said  :  "  Mr.  Winfrey,  I  think  I  ought 
to  let  vou  know  before  anyone  else  that  Lord  Winchelsea 
is  dead."  I  could  not  for  the  life  of  me  understand 
how  that  affected  me  until  he  went  on  to  isay  :  "  Our 
member,  Mr.  Finch  Hatton,  now  becomes  Lord  Winchel- 
sea." Then  I  said  :  "So  we  shall  have  a  by-election?  " 
"  Yes.  that's  what  it  means."  "  Right  you  are."  said 
I,  "  now  we  will  ishow  you  what  we  are  made  of,"  and 
off  I  went  by  the  next  train  to  London. 

I  shall  never  forget  the  excitement  of  the  next  few 
days.  We  determined  to  secure  Mr.  Halley  Stewart 
again  as  our  candidate,  and  it  took  some  doing,  but  we 
succeeded.  Admiral  Tryon  (who  afterwards  went  down 
on  H.M.S.  "Victoria")  was  the  Tory  candidate.  Then 
foUowed  the  most  hotly  contested  election  I  ever  took 
part  in  (it  was  hot  in  more  senses  than  one,  for  that 
July  wa>3  scorching  hot  weather).  Home  Rule  for  Ireland 
was  the  slogan.  The  constituency  was  flooded  with 
Irishmen  of  both  parties  and  with  neai4y  half  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  we  won  by  a  majority  of  747.  The 
first  by-election  won  for  Gladstone  since  his  defeat  the 
year  before  !  Well,  it  not  only  helped  to  make  my 
\mper:  ii  made  m-c.  Headquarters  began  to  inquire  about 
this  "  young  Winfrey  and  the  result  was  that  for  the 
next  few  years  there  was  hardly  a  by-election  in  the 
country  in  which  young  Winfrey's  services  were  not 
asked  "for— and  I  need  hardly  say  I  went  with  alacrity. 
I  took  part  in  at  least  ten  by-elections  between  1887  and 
1892. 

All  this  time  I  was  living  in  modest  lodgings  in 
Spalding,  very  frugally,  and,  I  am  glad  to  say.  doing 
a  little  more  than  making  both  ends  meet  with  my 
newspaper.  But,  best  of  all,  my  dear  father  was  now 
oonvinced  I  had  don©  the  right  thing  in  "  chucking  " 
phai-macy.  All  this  happened  within  six  years  of  my 
leaving  John  Bell  &  Co. 

A  Quick  Succession  of  Events 

Then  came  a  quick  succession  of  events.  In  1889 
the  first  County  Council  election  took  place  under  the 
new  Local  Government  Act.  I  was  mainly  responsible 
for  conducting  an  organised  campaign  in  the  Holland 
(Spalding)  area,  and  was  not  only  returned  myself  for 
one  of  the  electoral  divisions,  but  we  secured  a  Liberal 
majority  on  the  Council.  I  became  vice-chairman,  and 
f<rr  the  next  six  years  devoted  a  large  portion  of  my 
time  to  county  work,  especially  to  promoting  the  allot- 
Inent  and  small  holdings  movement.  With  a  newspaper 
Wrind  me  I  was  able  to  make  things  hum. 

Then  in  1890  the  Bon.  Arthur  Brand  asked  me  to 
become  his  election  agent  in  the  neighbouring  division 
(Wisbech).  I  told  him  I  could  not  altogether  forsake 
Spalding;  so  he  accepted  half  my  services,  and  I  thus 
liad  two  parliamentary  divisions  on  my  hands.  Then 
again  I  had  a  slice  of  luck,  for  the  next  year  (1891) 
we  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  by-election  at 
Wisbech,  and  we  turned  a  Tory  majority  of  1,100  into 
a-  Liberal  majority  of  200  odd.  Naturally  I  shared 
in  the  credit  for  that.  At  the  general  election 
the  following  year  (1892)  I  acted  as  election  agent  in 
boith  divisions,  and  had  the  felicity  of  seeing  Mr.  Stewart 
and  Mv.  Brand- go  back  to  Westminster  in  double  harness. 


Mr.  Brand,  who  has  passed  away,  was  the  third  son  of 
Mr.  Speaker  Brand  (Lord  Hampden)  ;  I  owed  him  much, 
for  he  treated  me  as  a  "  pal  "  all  the  way  thi-ough,  and 
I  was  constantly  his  guest  in  London  and  elsewhere. 
In  1894  he  was  made  Controller  of  the  HoQsehold  by 
Lord  Rosebery,  which  entailed  another  by-election,  and 
we  held  the  seat  by  a  narrow  majority.  So  I  conducted 
three  elections  for  him  in  a  period  of  four  years — and 
incidentally  was  responsible  for  an  expenditure  at  those 
elections  of  about  £5,000. 

I  also  joined  with  him  in  obtaining  the  controlling 
influence  in  the  Lynn  News  and  County  Press  Co.,  with 
the  object  of  printing  a  Liberal  newspaper  to  circulate 
in  the  Wisbech  -l^ivision.  That  company,  I  am  glad 
to  say,  we  made  a  commercial  success,  and  I  still  retain 
my  interest  at  Lynn. 

First  Invitation  as  Candidate 
Politically  my  reputation  was  now  made;  and  in  1893 
I  received  an  invitation,  which  I  eventually  accepted, 
to  become  the  Liberal  candidate  in  the  neighbouring 
constituency  of  South-West  Norfolk.  It  was  a  con- 
stituency that  had  never  returned  a  Liberal  since  its 
creation  ;  but  I  was  a  fearless  fight-er,  and  so,  like  Dayid, 
I  went  with  a  sling  and  a  stone,  nothing  daunted  at 
the-  task  before  me,  and  probably  not  realising  fully 
what  an  uphill  task  it  wais.  Of  course,  I  was  called  a 
carpet-bagger,  and  so  J  suppose  I  was — although  I  was 
born  within  twenty  miles  of  the  division.  It  was  a 
Tory  citadel  that  took  some  storming.  After  two  years 
of  hard  work  I  was  defeated  at  the  1895  election  by 
a  majority  of  206.  Then,  five  years  later,  at  the  Khaki 
election  of  1900,  I  just  failed  by  66  votes ;  and  then, 
after  another  five  years  of  spade  work,  in  December 
1905  the  walls  of  Jericho  fell ;  and  a  constituency  that 
has  perhaps  more  sporting  magnates  with  large  estates 
than  any  constituency  in  England  fell  to  my  gun  by 
a  majority  of  903,  and  I  took  my  seat  in  Parhament 
in  January  1906.  So  it  will  be  seen  it  took  me  twelve 
yeaiis  of  hard  fighting  before  I  succeeded — just  twenty 
years  after  leaving  John  Bell  &  Co. 

To  go  back  a  little.  I  must  record  that  1897  was  a 
specially  fortunate  year  for  me  :  it  was  then  I  married 
my  wife,  the  widow  of  my  old  friend  the  late  H.  H. 
Millhouse.  a  partner  in  the  old-established  chemist's 
business  of  Kingsford  &  Co.,  Piccadilly.  MilLhouse  and 
I  were  both  Lincolnshire  men,  and  came  to  know  each 
other  through  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
During  one  summer  holiday,  while  at  J.  B.  &  Co.'s, 
I  stayed  with  him  in  Lincolnshire,  and  so  got  to  know- 
Miss  Pattihson,  and  that  led  up  to  my  being  best  man 
at  his  wedding.  He  died,  poor  fellow,  five  years  after- 
wards ;  and  after  a  reasonable  lapse  of  time  I  took 
care  of  his  widow^,  and  a  better  helpmate  could  not  be 
found.  She  comes  of  a  good  Liberal  family,  and  has 
always  been  much  more  popular  with  the  constituents 
than  her  husband.  At  the  last  election  she  had  the 
pleasure  of  speaking  on  the  platform  for  her  son  as 
well  as  her  husband,  and  in  the  1923  Parliament  her 
two  brothers  both  won  seats  in  Lincolnshire;  so  she  had 
a  husband  and  two  brothers  at  Westminster.  I  hope 
she'll  live  to  see  her  son  there  some  day. 


Ancient  viatls. — There  has  been  presented  to  the

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Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain 
Evening  Meeting  in  London 

The  third  evening  meeting  of  tlie  session  was  held  on 
January  13  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  Mr. 
F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (President),  who  occupied  the 
chair,  was  supported  by  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  and 
Professor  Greenish.  Among  those  present  were  Mr.  F. 
Browne,  Mf.  H.  Dean©,  Mr.  R.  Fouiacre,  Mr.  E.  F. 
Linstead,  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Mr. 
Langford  Moore,  Miss  Pearson,  Mr.  P.  A.  Self,  Mr. 
T.  E.  Walliis,  Mr.  Greenwood  Walkins,  Miss  E.  Wood- 
ward, and  Mr.  J.  R.  Wretts.  The  President,  in  a  few 
words,  introduced  the  lecturer  of  the  evening,  Dr.  T. 
Slater  Price,  F.R.S.,  who  read  a  paper  entitled 

The  Action  of  Light  on  the  Photographic  Plate 

After  briefly  outlining  the  nature  of  a  photographic 
emulsion,  the  lecturer  introduced  hiis  subject  by  demon- 
strating the  effect  of  gelatin  on  a  precipitate  of  silver 
bromide,  showing  that  in  the  presence  of  gelatin,  in  the 
place  of  the  usual  precipitate,  the  solution  merely  becomes 
turbid,  thus  illustrating  the  property  of  gelatin  of  in- 
hibiting the  formation  of  a  flocculent  precipitate.  He 
then  proceeded  to  outline  the  fundamental  principles  in 
the  manufacture  of  a  photographic  emulsion,  dealing 
particularly  with  the  method  of  ripening  emulsions  by 
the  formation  of  larger  granules  of  silver  bromide.  In 
this  connection  he  referred  to  the  precipitation  of 
mercuric  oxide,  whereby  larger  particles  are  obtained 
when  precipitation  is  carried  out  at  higher  temperatures 
than  is  the  case  in  the  cold.  After  the  first  heating  the 
photographic  emulsion  possesses  practically  no  speed  ; 
this  is  produced  as  a  result  of  a  second,  prolonged  heat- 
ing, which  effects  an  increase  in  tlie  size  of  the  silver 
bromide  grains,  and  consequently  a  corresponding  increase 
in  sensitivity.  The  relative  size  of  these  grains  was 
shown  by  means  of  slides.  In  the  manufacture  of  high 
speed  emulsions  various  methods  have  to  be  adopted,  since 
the  properties  of  the  emulsion  depend  largely  on  the 
qualities  of  the  gelatin  employed ;  however,  the  exact 
nature  of  this  action  of  gelatin  on  the  sensitivity  of 
the  emulsion  is  not  yet  known.  It  is  generally  assumed 
that  this  specific  action  is  attributable  to  the  inorganic 
matter  present  in  the  gelatin.  Gelatin  also  plays  a  very 
important  role  in  development.  It  is  possible  to  deposit 
silver  bromide  on  a  plate,  expose  it,  and  develop  it  in 
the  utsual  way,  but  a  vei-y  unsatisfactory  negative  is 
the  result.  Dr.  Slater  Price  then  discussed  the  various 
explanations  so  far  advanced  of  the  action  of  gelatin 
on  the  reduction  of  silver  bromide,  prefacing  this  part 
of  his  paper  by  some  remarks  on  the  nature  of  colloidal 
solutions.  He  demonstrated  the  effect  of  colloids  on 
the  passage  of  a  beam  of  light— the  so-called  Tyndall 
phenomenon — also  showing  a  solution  of  colloidal  gold,  and 
by  means  of  numerous  slides  the  lecturer  demonstrated 
the  differences  in  colloidal  isolutions  of  silver  rangin; 
in  colour  from  yellow  through  red  to  a  bluish  tint,  accord- 
ing to  the  concentration  of  the  silver  particles  present  in 
each  solution.  Dr.  Slater  Price  then  dealt  with  the  pheno- 
menon of  supersaturation,  show'ing  the  effect  of  a  so-called 
nucleus,  that  is  to  say,  the  action  produced  by  a  mere 
trace  of  substance  in  causing  crystallisation  from  a  super- 
saturated solution  of  sodium  thiosulphate.  When  ah 
exposed  plate  is  developed,  following  the  reduction  of 
silver  bromide,  a  supersaturated  solution  of  silver  results 
from  the  formation  of  a  body  known  as  photo  halide. 
The  silver  nuclei  abolish  the  supersaturation  present  on 
the  exposed  grains,  leading  to  a  deposition  of  silver. 
On  the  other  hand,  no  deposition  takes  place  on  unexposed 
grains  of  silver  bromide.  Dealing  with  the  theories  on 
the  nature  of  the  photo  halide,  the  product  of  the  action 
of  light  on  the  silver  bromide  in  the  emulsion,  the 
lecturer  stated  that  the  possibility  of  the  formation  of 
a  silver  subchloride  is  no  longer  accepted,  the  prevalent 
view  being-  that  it  consists  of  colloidal  silver  liberated 
through  the  -action  of  light  in  a  large  excess  of  the  silver 
salt.  Dr.  Slater  Price  now  dealt  with  the  latent  image. 
Until  submitted  to  the  action  of  a  developer  no  effect 


of  light  on  an  exposed  plate  is  apparent.  By  some 
investigators  the  formation  of  the  latent  image  is  attri- 
buted to  physical  action,  while  others  maintain  that  ib- 
is due  to  a  chemical  change  in  the  silver  salt,  and  the 
various  theories  of  these  two  opposing  views  were  criti- 
cally dealt  with  by  the  lecturer.  The  now  accepted 
view  is  that  light  causes  the  liberation  of  free  silver 
in  a  colloidal  form  in  the  individual  grains  of  silver 
bromide.  The  individual  grain  is  the  fundamental  unit 
of  the  photographic  emulsion.  It  has  been  found  that 
following  exposure  to  light  the  individual  grains  of  silver 
bromide  exhibit  sensitive  centres,  from  which  develop- 
ment starts,  and  in  this  respect  the  grains  exposed  to 
the  action  of  light  differ  in  behaviour  from  unexposed 
grains.  The  various  theories  and  explanations  put 
forward  in  regard  to  the  existence  of  the  sensitive  centres, 
and  the  sensitivity  to  light  of  silver  bromide,  were 
discussed  and  illustrated  by  means  of  numerous  slides. 
An  interesting  point  mentioned  by  the  lecturer  is  that 
the  number  of  sensitive  centres  increases  with  the  dura- 
tion of  the  exposure  to  light,  and  that  only  those  grains 
which  have  been  exposed  to.  the  action  of  light  are 
reduced,  whereas  neighbouring  grains  which  have  not 
been  affected  by  light  action   are  not  reduced. 

There  was  no  discussion,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
lecture  the  President  in  a  few  words  expressed  the 
thanks  of  the  meeting  for  the  interesting  and  learned 
discourse  they  had  been  privileged  to  hear,  to  which 
the  lecturer  made  a  brief  reply.

The  chairman,  in 
giving  the  toast  of  "  The  Staff,"  mentioned  that  he 
had  completed  his  twenty-first  anniversary  as  their 
chemist,  and  said  that  to  celebrate  the  occasion  he  would 
present  each  diner  with  a  Treasury  note  case.  Mr. 
G.  H.  Strutt,  the  senior  traveller,  suitably  responded. 
Mr.  J.  B.  Sturrock  gave  the  toast  of  "  The  Firm,"  and 
afterwards  Mr.  H.  C.  Preston,  son  of  Mr.  Clasison 
Preston,  proposed  the  toast  of  "  Our  Guests,"  Mr.  T.  B. 
Morson  replying.  A  capital  musical  programme  was 
given  by  the  Misses  Ethel  Bucknell  and  Mabel  Wilder, 
also  by  ' Mr.  Will  Gardner  and  Cliff  Lester,  after  which 
a  most  successful  evening  was  brought  to  a  close. 
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Roumanian  Pharmacopoeia 

Some  extremely  interesting  views  regarding  the  contents 
and  scope  of  a  pharmacopoeia  are  entertained  by  leading 
Roumanian  pharmacists,  and  have  found  expression  at 
me-etings  recently  convened  by  the  General  Association  of 
Roumanian  Pharmacists,  which  has  now  been  entrusted  by 
the  Department  of  Health  with  the  task  of  elaborating 
a  new  official  standard  for  Greater  Eoumania.    The  first 
edition  of  the  Roumanian  Pharmacopoeia,  issued  in  1862, 
was  the  work  of  M.  C.   C.   Hepites,  a  pharmacist  of 
Braila,  and  the  last,  the  third  edition,  appeared  in  1893, 
while  a  semi-official  pharmacopoeia  was  published  in  1916 
Ipj  the  Roumanian  Pharmaceutical  Society.    In  view  of 
the  great  strides  made  in  therapeutics  in  recent  years, 
and  the  introduction  of  many  new  galenical  preparations 
in  other  countries,  M.  E.  Belcot  was  charged  by  the 
Pharmaceutical   Society  to  compile  a   "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulary,"  which  was  reviewed  in  the  C.  Jb  D.,  July  12, 
1924,  p.  68.    The  pharmacopoeias  of  1893  and  1916  have 
long  been  out  of  print,  and  in  view  of  the  political 
changes   which   have   led,  to    the   creation   of  Greater 
Roumania — the  new  kingdom  includes  territories  formerly 
under    Austrian,    Hungarian,    Bulgarian,    and  Russian 
rule — the  necessity  of  issuing  a  national  pharmacopoeia 
has  become  ur/ent.    That  the  Government  should  have 
decided   to  delegate  this  work  to  the  pharmacists  of 
the  country  as  a  body,  the  General  Association  of  Phar- 
fnacists  of  Roumania,  whereas  the  last  official  pharma- 
copoeia was  a  bureaucratic  product,  is  a  signal  recog- 
nition of  the  high  standard  of  pharmacy  in  that  country. 
Already    two  preliminary    discussions    on    the  general 
character  and  scope  of  the  new  work  have  taken  place  m 
the  Circle  for  Pharmaceutical  Studies,  founded,  at  the 
suggestion  of  Professor  Dr.   I.  Vintilescu,   in  October 
1924,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  common  ground  for 
discussing  scientific  and  professional  questions  and  for 
reading  papers  on  subjects  of  pharmaceutical  interest. 
Discussion  centred  chiefly  round  the  question  whether 
the  monographs  in  the  new  pharmacopoeia  should  be  ais 
brief  as  possible,  giving  only  the  essential  characters, 
tests   and   formulas,   or  whether,    in   addition   to  this 
information,  other  matter  and  descriptive  notes  should 
also    be    incorporated    in    the    text    of    the  articles, 
matter  available  only  in  commentaries  or  other  works  of 
reference  usually  consulted  by  pharmacists.    The  latter 
view,   that  the   information  embodied  in  the  pharma- 
copoeia  should    be   as   cornprehensive   as   possible,  has 
prevailed,  and  Dr.  "V.  Vargolice,  in  outlining  the  pro- 
posed  scope  of  the  new  pharmacopoeia,   explains  that 
since  this  standard  work  is  being  elaborated  by  phar- 
macists, it  is  their  intention  to  make  it  a  really  useful 
and  comprehensive  compendium,  and  not  merely  a  collec- 
tion of   analytical   standards.      The    text   will  be  in 
Roumanian,  but  Latin  is  to  be  adopted  for  the  official 
titles,  followed  by  the  corresponding  Roumanian,  as  well 
as  French,  English  and  German   designations.    In  the 
caise  of    chemical   products,    the   article   will    include  : 
chemical  formula,  molecular  weight,  method  of  manufac- 
ture on  an  industrial  scale,  and  also  in  the  laboratory, 
characters,  tests,  assay,  uses,  therapeutic  and  maximum 
doses,  incompatibles,  and  antidotes.      The  monographs 
dealing  with  drugs  of  vegetable  origin  will  include  :  a 
reference  to  the  habitat  of  the  plant,  a  brief  description 
of  the  entire  plant,  a  detailed  descriptipn  of  the  drug 
itself,  adulterations,  active  principles,  their  identification 
and  determination,  therapeutic  indications,  doses,  incom- 
patibles, and  antidotes.    In  illustration  of  the  practical 
application  of  these  fundamental  principles,  a  translation 
of  the  drafts  of  two  monographs  in  the  form  in  which 
they  are  to  be  included  in  the  new  pharmacopoeia  is  given 
below. 

Acidum  Aceticum 
Acid  Acetic  Glacial.  CH3COOH=66.023 

Syn. — Acide   Acetique    (French).    Essigsaure  (German). 
Acetic  Acid  (English). 
Preparation. — Prepared    commercially    chiefly    by  the 
dry  distillation  of  wood,  or  by  oxidation  of  alcohol,  and 
in  the  laboratory  by  distilling  a  mixture  of  equiniolecular 


parts  of  dry  sodium  acetate  and  sulphuric  acid  (sp.  gr.- 
1.84),  followed  by  rectification  of  the  distillate. 

Characters. — A  clear,  colourless,  caustic  liquid,  with 
a  characteristic  pungent,  acid  odour.  Solidifies  to  a 
white  cryistalline  mass  at  16.7°  C.  Boiling  point,  118°  0. 
Specific  gravity  at  17°  C.,  1.0611.  Miscible  in  all  pro- 
portions with  water,  alcohol,  ether,  chloroform,  benzol, 
and  glycerin.  Menthol,  camphor,  fibrin,  essentia!  oils, 
resins,  etc.,  are  readily  soluble  in  acetic  acid,  particularly 
when  warmed.  As  it  is  extremely  hygroscopic,  acetic 
acid  readily  absorbs  moisture  from  the  atmosphere  and 
consequently  always  contains  a  certain  amount  of  water. 
Official  acetic  acid  should  not  contain  more  than  2  per 
cent,  of  water. 

Identitij  Tests. — An  aqueous  solution  (1  -f  19),  after 
neutralisation  with  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide,  assumes 
a  deep  red  colour  on  the  addition  of  one  or  two  drops 
of  ferric  chloride  solution.  On  adding  an  equal  volume 
of  chloroform  to  the  mixture  no  coloration  of  the  chloro- 
formic  layer  should  take  place  (butyric  acid).  On  heat- 
ing a  mixture  of  acetic  acid,  alcohol  and  sulphuric  acid 
the  agreeable  odour  of  acetic  ether  becomes  perceptible. 
Acetic  acid,  when  neutralised  with  solution  of  sodium 
hydroxide  and  mixed  with  arsenious  anhydride,  evolves 
on  prolonged  heating  a  disagreeable  garlic  odour,  duo 
to  the  formation  of  cacodyle  oxide. 

Tests. — ^Should  leave  no  weighable  residue  on  evapora- 
tion (mineral  salts).  When  exactly  neutralised  with  solu- 
tion of  sodium  hydroxide  no  empyreumatic  odour  should 
be  perceptible  (organic  impurities  retained  in  distilla- 
tion). An  aqueous  solution  (1  +  19)  should  yield  no 
reaction  with  the  following  reagents  : — (1)  Barium  nitrate 
(sulphuric  acid)  ;  (2)  silver  nitrate  (white  turbidity), 
hydrochloric  acid  ;  darkening  :  aldehyde) ;  (3)  ammonium 
oxalate  (calcium) ;  (4)  hydrogen  sulphide  (copper,  lead, 
zinc).  A  mixture  of  1  c.c.  of  acetic  acid  and  3  c.c.  of 
stannous  chloride  solution  should  show  no  change  in  colour 
within  an  hour  (arsenic).  Lead  acetate  paper  should  not 
darken  on  exposure  to  a  mixture  of  acetic  acid,  zinc  and 
sulphuric  acid  (sulphur  dioxide). 

Volumetric  determination. — One  gram  of  acetic  acid, 
diluted  with  10  c.c.  of  water,  should  require  for  neutrali- 
sation at  least  16.3  c.c.  of  /V/l  solution  of  potassium 
hydroxide,  using  phenolphthalein  as  indicator,  corre- 
sponding to  a  content  of  98  per  cent,  of  hydrogen 
acetate.  1  c.c.  of  N jl  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide= 
0.060032  gram  of  acetic  acid. 

Storage. — ^Since  the  concentrated  acid  is  extremely 
caustic,  as  well  as  being  very  hygroscopic,  it  should  be 
carefully  stored,  preferably  in  glass-stoppered  bottles. 

Therapeutic  Uses  and  Doses. — Administered  internally 
in  dilution,  as  a  syrup  (30  :  1,000),  to  promote  digestion. 
Applied  externally  as  a  caustic  to  warts  and  corns. 
Diluted  with  water  it  is  used  as  a  lotion,  etc. 

Antidote. — Large  amountA  of  lukewarm  water  should 
be  given  as  soon  as  possible,  as  well  as  0.5  gram  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  every  five  minutes. 

Artemisia  Absinthium 
Pelin  Verde 

Syn. — Absinthe  (French),  Wermuth  (German),  Worm* 
wood  (English). 

Common  wormwood,  a  plant  belonging  to  the  natural 
order  of>  Synantherae  (Compositse — Anthemideee),  grows 
wild  in  arid  and  uncultivated  fields  throughout  Rou- 
mania, Southern  Europe,  and  Northern  Africa. 

A  perennial  herbaceous  plant,  possessing  an  under- 
ground stem  bearing  aerial  ramifications  and  branchlets 
attaining  one  metre  in  height.  The  lower  leaves  have  a 
long  petiole  and  are  bipinnate,  bi-  or  tripinnatisected ; 
the  upper  leaves  are  smaller,  sessile,  and  bi-  or  tri- 
pinnatifid.  The  upper  surface  of  the -leaves  is  greenish, 
while  the  lower  surface  is  silky  and  white.  The  small 
yellow  flowers,  with  short  petioles,  are  affixed  to  the 
base  of  the  upper,  small  lanceolate  leaves.  The  outer 
flowers  are  hermaphrodite,  five-toothed,  while  the  centre 
flowers  are  female.  The  fruit  is  an  achene,  without  a 
pappus. 

The  parts  of  the  plant  employed  are  the  flowering  tops, 
and  particularly  the  leaves,  ■  which  possess  a  bitter  ta.ste 
and  an  aromatic  odour. 
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The  plant  contains  :  (1)  Absinthin  (Ci^H^dO^),  a  crys- 
talline substance  with  a  bitter  tast«  (melting-point 
65°  C.]-  soluble  in  alcohol,,  less  soluble  in  -water.  It 
is  apparently  a  glucoside,  since  it  is  decomposed  by  hot, 
dilute  sulphuric  acid,  yielding  cZ-glucose.  It  dissolves 
with  a  brown  colour  in  cold  concentrated  sulphuric  acid, 
which  soon  changes  to  bluish-green,  and  on  the  addition 
of  a.  few  drops  of  water  yields  a  dark-blue  colour. 
(2)  Anabsinthin  (C,gH,,,0,j),  a  crystalline  bitter  substance 
(melting-point  258°  C),  slightly  soluble  in  water,  but 
readily  soluble  in  alcohol  and  in  chloroform ;  submitted 
to  dry  distillation  it  is  readily  decomposed.  (3)  Oil  of 
wormwood,  a  highlj'  toxic  essential  oil  with  a  bitter 
taste ;  specific  gravity  0.901  to  0.955,  boiling-point 
between  180°  and  205°  C.  Soluble  in  three  parts  of 
alcohol  (80  per  cent.).  Its  principal  constituents  are: 
thuyon,  or  tanacetone  (CuHj^O),  which  has  a  ketonic 
character,  and  thuyol  (CioHj.OH).  The  toxic  action  of 
oil  of  wormwood  is  generally  ascribed  to  its  content  of 
thuyon. 

The  drug  should  be  kept  in  a  dry  place. 

Emploj-ed  as  a  tonic,  digestive  stimulant,  febrifuge, 
vermifuge,  and  emmenagogue.  The  usual  doses  are  : 
Powdered  leaA'es  (as  a  vermifuge),  4  to  6  grams,  or  as 
an  infusion  5  :  1,000;  extract,  2  grams;  tincture,  8  grams. 

Incompatibhs. — Ferrous  sulphate;  zinc  sulphate;  lead 
acetate;  tartar  emetic. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  adulteration  of  the  drug 
with  Artemisia  vulgaris,  A  pontica,  or  A.  jjiritica..  which 
contain  less  oil. 


French  Customs  Tariff 

In  view  of  the  impending  negotiations  for  the  con- 
clusion of  new  commercial  agreements  with  a  number 
of  countries,  which  in  the  meantime  have  raised 
their  rates  of  duty,  the  French  government  has  deemed 
it  imperative  to  undertake  at  least  a  partial  revision  of 
the  existing  duties,  and  has  now  laid  before  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies  a  Bill  embodying  very  extensive  alterations 
in  the  customs  tariff.  The  proposed  new  rates  of  duty 
represent  the  actual  amounts  chargeable,  inasmuch  as 
the  "  coefficients  of  increase  "  have  been  dropped;  how- 
ever, where  the  old  rates  still  apply,  the  existing  "  co- 
efficients "  will  remain  in  force.  In  this  connection  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  this  partial  revision  of  the 
customs  tariff,  or  readjustment  of  the  rates  of  duty, 
as  it  is  officially  termed,  is  not  intended  to  replace  or 
even  prejudice  the  projected  remodelling  of  France's 
fiscal  policy  at  present  under  consideration.  On  the 
whole,  the  changes  represent  an  increase,  in  some  instances 
a  very  considerable  increase,  on  the  existing  customs 
charges,  and  in  the  following  table  we  reproduce  the 
proposed  new  rates  for  a  number  of  goods  of  interest  to 
oux  readers.  Under  the  mast  favoured  nation  clause, 
Britih  products  would  be  chargeable  at  the  rates  given 
in  the  minimum  tariff  column  : —

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Trade  Report 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  beiore  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  Charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

With  the  turn  of  the  year,  trading  in  the  Mincing  Lane 
produce  markets  has  not  shown  that  improvement  antici- 
pated, but  the  feeling  is  still  quite  optimistic,  particu- 
larly as  goo-d  progress  has  been  made  on  the  cjuestion 
of  Allied  debts.  In  crude  drugs  the  disposition  is 
to  await  the  public  auction  next  week.  Meanwhile 
items  which  have  a  strong  undertone  include  beeswax, 
cardamoms,  ergot  and  ipecacuanha.  Liquorice  root,  man- 
drake, sandarac,  carnauba  wax^  Chinese  cantharides, 
Lalsam  tolu,  balsam  Canada,  sarsaparilla,  and  buchu  are  in 
buyers'  favour.  Menthol  has  been  sold  at  lower  prices 
o;i  the  spot,  and  for  forward  shipment  speculative  sales  for 
January-March  shipment  are  reported  at  a  low  figure  on 
bear  account.  In  pharmaceutical  chemicals  business  con- 
tinues small,  with  few  price  alterations.  Bromides  con- 
tinue steady.  Barbitone  is  slightly  easier,  and  calcium 
lactate  is  rather  firmer.  Keen  competition  still  prevails 
in  salicylatee,  particularly  methyl  salicylate.  Tartaric 
acid  is  inclined  to  advance  in  sympathy  with  raw  material. 
Among  industrial  chemicals  business  is  somewhat  spas- 
modic. Formaldehyde,  acetic  acid,  acetone,  and  cream  of 
tartar  have  declined.  Arsenic  is  also  cheaper.  Potash 
products  keep  firm  all  round,  with  a  fairly  active 
demand.  Creosote  oil  is  dearer,  and  carbolic  acid  crystals 
maintain  their  recent  improvement.  In  the  so-called'vege- 
table  oils  business  has  been  much  easier,  and  a  tendency 
to  lower  values  is  evident.  Cotton,  castor,  palm,  and 
lir.seed  are  more  or  less  cheaper  ;  tui"pentine  is  higher  on 
balance.  Other  changes  include  a  decline  in  shellac  and 
rubber.

Modern  Physico- Chemistry 

Sir, — I  should  like  to  isay  how  glad  I  am  to  see  your 
endeavour  at  presecfcing  "  Modern  Physico-Cbemistry."

I  was  going  to  write 
last  week  to  plead  that  we  might  have  concise  state- 
ments of  principles,  with  their  application  pointed  out. 
Mr.  Whatmough'is  last  paragraph  is  my  complete  answer. 
It  is  the  greatest  boon  a  student  can  have  when  essentials 
and  fundamentals  are  clearly  put  before  him,  and  when 
iie  is  trained  to  isee  their  significance.  In  much  of  our 
earlier  education — largely  due,  I  think,  to  badly  con- 
ceived examinations — superstructure  was  given  paramount 
importance,  and  the  foundations  upon  which  the  many 
sections  were  built  were  left  largelj'  to  chance  for  the 
student  himself  to  apprehend.

The  Chemist's  Profits 

iSiR, — "  John  Blunt  "  (22/12)  is  evidently  one  of  the 
"  chosen  "  or  "  fortunate  "  ones.  Probahly  he  is  nestling 
in  a  nice  selected  residential  neighbourhood  (the  only  hope 
of  the  present-day  pharmacist).  Personally.  I  have  every 
sympathy  for  the  grousers,  maintaining  that  they  have 
something  to  grouse  aljout — a  real  grievance.  I  know  of 
no  other  body  of  men  living  under  King  Sol  whose  posi- 
tion is  more  humiliating  than  that  of  the  present-day 
pharmacist.  The  farmer's  case  is  a  poor  analogy  and  can- 
not by  any  stretch  of  imagination  be  referred  to  the  same 
category.  The  farmer  is  dealing  in  pounds  (probably 
hundreds),  the  pharmacist  in  decimals  of  bronze ;  and 
these  are  the  (decimal)  points  which  the  latter  can  con- 
cede to  the  former  ;  the  ratio  of  profit  needs  no  comment. 
Let  us  take  the  N.H.I,  terms  of  service,  1922-23  A  reduc- 
tion was  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  after 
a  lot  of  parleying  a  general  reduction  of  Id.  was  decided 
on,  viz.,  from  6d.  to  5d.  So  far  so  good,  but  it  does  not 
end  here.  Simultaneously,  shall  I  say,  the  medical  men 
were  encouraged  to  prescribe  larger  quantitiies — 3xij- 
lieu  of  5vj.  This  meant  one  fee  instead  of  two;  there- 
fore, a  man  who  was  getting  £200  in  dispensing  fees  would 
'be  reduced  to  £100.  Think  of  it!  I  say  emphatically 
that  no  body  of  Chinese  coolies  was  ever  subject  to  such 
drastic  and  pernicious  treatment.  We  are  told  by  way  of 
consolation  that  the  N.H.I,  dispensing  is  an  adjunct. 
What  absolute  nonsense.  When  you  consider  that  the 
insured  gets  everything  through  this  medium,  even  to  a 
seidlitz  powder,  and  his  food  and  milk  he  obtains  from 
the  clinics !  Pre-war  terms  were  infinitely  better  (and  our 
expenses  about  half)  with  the  2d.  fee  (Id.  minimum)  for 
items  plus  33^  per  cent,  on  drugs  and  appliances  (and  it 
was  very  rare  that  aniything  besides  medicine  was  ordered), 
not  forgetting  that  3vj.  ^  part  or  3vj.  y'^  part  was  the 
ordeo'  of  that  day.  Can  you  wonder  at  the  chemist  being 
despondent,  a.p.athetic  and  a  chroniic  grouser,  when  prac- 
tically eviery thing  has  been  taken  from  him  and  in  return 
he  is  given  a  lingering  existence,  not  a  living  one  ?  Can 
you  expect  honesty  of  purpose,  willing  service,  or  even 
courtesy  for  such  a  reward  ?  Why  are  many  luminaries 
of  pharmacy  seeking  employment  in  other  spheres,  and 
leaving  their  pharmacies  to  girl  assistants?  Apparently 
they  are  thinking  of  old-age  benefits.  To  speak  of  pro- 
fiteering in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  to-day  is  idle  gossip. 
I  .agree  the  company  shops  have  shown  us  how  to  make 
business  pay  (but  not  pharmacy)  by  converting  one's  place 
into  an  "  emporium  "  or  general  store  and  by  giving  baits 
— the  larger  the  bait  the  larger  the  catch — and  herein  lie 


the  essientials  of  their  success.  The  best  antidote  for  the 
present  alarming  conditions  is  to  get  a  body  of  good  solid 
business  men  (brimful  of  business  acumen),  who  will 
rekindle  the  flame  of  enthusiasm  in  pharmacy,  and  unfold 
the  truths  of  our  present  dire  condition — ^men  of  dignity, 
men  whose  words  will  demand  consideration,  and  Who  will 
see  that  they  get  it. — I  am,  etc..

Sir,— "John  Blunt"  (C.  *  D.,  January  10,  p.  68)  is 
right.  Chemists  keep  on  grumbling  :  and  it  is  high  time 
that  they  either  make  up  their  minds  to  put  up  with  con- 
ditions as  they  exi.st  or,  like  Hamlet,  by  active  opposition 
to  end  them.  But  I  do  not  agree  that  we,  as  educated 
men,  have  profiteered  on  the  returns  which  pharmacy  has 
to  offer.

Sir, — "John  Blunt"  (0.  d-  D,  January  10,  p.  68) 
informs  us  that  the  company  shops  have  shown  us  how  to 
make  pharmacy  worth,  while.  Have  they '!  On  looking 
rcund  the  big  company  premises  we  find,  among  the  prin- 
cipal goods  shown,  sdver  ware,  cutlery,  trunks,  dolls, 
sugar  candy,  and  stationery,  and  I  have  even  seen  out- 
side company  shops  a  row  of  pails,  wire  netting,  brooms 
and  brushes  displayed  on  the  pavement.  In  another  town 
where  a  very  large  shop  had-  been  recently  opened,  I 
wandered  through  three  stories  of  buildings  devoted  to 
the.  sale  of  the  a.bove-named  articles,  and  the  top  floor 
contained  a  large  restaurant  with  orchestra  complete ; 
eventually  I  had  to  inquire  for  the  drug  department,  and 
found  it  established  on  a  ten-foot  run  of  counter  hidden 
underneath  the  ground  staircase  on  the  ground  floor.  This 
is  the  way  to  make  pharmacy  pay  !  If  this  is  so,  why 
should  we  trouble  about  qualifications  and  expensive  train- 
ing ?  We  are  always  at  liberty  to  put  "  Pharmacy  "  over 
the  door,  and  it  matters  little,  apparently,  whether  there 
is  any  pharmaceutical  business  do.n.e  inside.  It  is  true 
that  a  few  live  wires  a.mong  private  pharmacists  have 
made  pharmacy  pay  by  itself  :  but  I  think  it  would  be 
found  on  investigation  that  these  few  are  established  in 
localities  where  the  conditions  of  companj^  pharmacy  and 
dispensing  doctors  do  not  affect  them.

The  Proposed  By-Laws  and  their  Cost 

Sir, — I  ayi  very  pleased  to  see  that  there  are  men  like 
myself  who  are  fed  up  with  the  constant  chopping  and 
changing,  from  tim.e  to  time,  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  most  noted  of 
these  changes  is,  I  think,  the  e.xaminatio.n,  and  with  all 
the  alterations  th.e  standard  is  not  yet  high  enough.  If 
the  Council  think  that  by  increasing  tho  requirements  of 
the  examin.ation  pharmacy  will  benefit  they  are  making  n 
big  mistake,  for  as  time  goes  on  there  will  be  more  com- 
petitio-n  from  the  unqualified  and  unsuccessful  examina- 
tion candidates,  who  are  continually  opening  up  busi 
nesses,  which  the  Society  are  doing  nothing  to  prevent. 
All  these  alterations  are  being  built  on  a  foundation  which 
is  crumbling  away,  and  the  soon.er  we  get  ^  Council  of 
men  with  backbone,  who.  will  start  again  and  put  a  fresh 
foundation  in,  the  better.  We  want  something  that  will 
benefit  practical  pharm.acy,  not  a  two-years'  course  to 
benefit  the  schools  of  pbarmaicy  :  that  will  follow,  and  is 
a  secondary  co^nsideration  as  far  as  the  proprietors  of 
shops  are  concerned.  Why  not  get  a  fresh  Bill  to  govern 
the  dmg  trade  ?  I  think  something  could  be  done.  Either 
let  the  "  pharmacy  and  drug-store  proprietors  ".approach 
thti  Society,  or  vice  versa,  for  a  round-table  conference  :  T 
care  not  which  way — never  mind  the  infra  dig.  business — 
and  try  to  get  some  solution  of  the  whole  question.  The 
"  pharmacy  and  drug-store  proprietors  "  had,  I  believe, 
some  Bill  drawn  up  which  was  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. If  the  Society  don't  step  in,  the  thing  will  be  taken 
from  under  them  by  the  unqualified  or  by  the  Government 
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doing  something.  Never  mind  the  sacrifice.  .  .  .  What 
about  the  future  and  our  children's  future,  a  better  and 
brighter  outlook  for  pharmacists  ?  Let  there  hi  no  more 
compromises  like  the  last,  when  the  N.H.I.  Bill  was  being 
passed ;  the  man  behind  the  counter  is  as  good  as  anyone 
in  a  public  institution.  We  are  constantly  talking  about 
the  unqualified  opposition,  but  there  is  never  anything 
done  to  I'ule  the  di'ug  trade — and  yet  we  are  supposed  to 
be  tbe  only  people  capable  of  carrying  it  on.  I  am  afraid 
that  there  is  too  much  breaking  of  the  law  by  those  who 
are  qualified  to  want  to  start  a  fire.  Now  is  the  time  for 
some  members  or  local  associations  to  get  busy,  atd  get 
candidates  in  the  field  for  the  Covmcil  election,  some  with 
backbone,  a  clique  to  break  the  old  clique ;  let  them 
publish  their  views,  those  who  are  in  favour  of  something 
being  done  in  this  direction — and  show  that  something  is 
really  being  done  to  benefit  pharmacy.  Not  only  will  they 
be  elected,  but  subscriptions  will  also  follow  from  those 

who  are  at  present  defaulters

Sir, — Pharmacy,  instead  of  having  been  properly  regu- 
lated in  the  first  instance  professionally  and  legislatively, 
seems  now  about  to  organise  itself  on  the  lines  that  those 
inside  shaJl  have  a  very  happy  and  prosperous  time,  and 
those  outside  quite  the  reverse.  In  the  minds  of  many 
people,  no  doubt,  a  Higher  ideal  could  not  be  found.  The 
contention  so  often  repeated  that  the  educational  standard 
of  the  profession  is  now  too  high  and  unpractical  for  the 
average  demands  of  the  trade  is  now  going  to  be  success- 
fully maintained  under  the  prospective  a)'rangements.  The 
motive  of  the  promoters,  no  doubt,  is  to  restrict  pharmacy 
to  the  pharmacist  by  making  him  take  a  higher  and  more 
expensive  examijiation  so  as  to  evolve  a  product  whose 
only  business  in  life  shall  be  to  make  me  lici^^es  for  sick 
people  and  who  shall  at  once  make  a  dignified  and  uplift- 
ing impression  upon  the  community  he  serves.  In  the 
meanwhile;  drug  stores,  which  are  entitled  to  use  the  word 
"  pharmacy  "  and  sell  almost  all  chemists'  articles,  and 
by  this  means  give  a  colourable  imitation  of  the  original 
article,  will,  in  combination  with  hucksters  and  hair- 
diessers,  make  further  inroads  upon  the  hithert:>  preserved 
pastures  of  the  one-time  chemist.  Any  business  man  will 
tell  you  that  the  difference  ccoasioned  by  the  employment 
of  ch.e.ap  or  expensive  labour  makes  a  correspcnding  differ- 
ence in  fixing  profits.  Con-sequentlj'  the  business  will 
gradually  fall  into  other  hands,  and  our  prospective 
confrere,  assuming  that  he  is  an  expensive  man,  be 
reduced  to  his  last  available  asset,  the  maintenance  of 
dignity  in  his  profession.  This  inference  naturally  comes 
about,  since  at  all  costs  the  status  of  the  pharmacist  must 
be  improved  !  Nothing  can  be  more  likely  than  that  under 
the  new  scheme,  in  a  few  years'  time,  all  qualified  men 
will  be  very  expensive  and  exclusive  to  employ  ;  and  as 
our  chain  stores  are  opening  one  pharmacy  a  week,  pre- 
sumably these  alone  will  be  able  to  employ  them,  and  pay 
them  with  the  profits  made  not  on  drugs,  but  on  gifts, 
(stationery,  and  other  outside  lines.  It  will  require  a  very 
bold  man — and  these  are  rarely  found  in  an  academic  pro- 
duction— who  shall  take  his  destiny  in  both  hands,  and 
work  to  settle  down  in  a  community  to  build  himself  a 
reputation  and  a  business,  and  thereby  to  become  by  the 
very  earnestness  of  his  application  to  his  profession  a 
valuaible  member  of  the  community.  If  only  legislation 
could  be  organised  on  the  lines — and  this  ouglit  to  be  very 
easy  now  we  have  a  Conservative  Government' — that  medi- 
cines for  internal  use  shall  be  only  sold  and  dispensed  by 
chemists,  rope  in  the  drug-store  men  and  settle  once  and 
for  all  the  anomaly  which  by  the  Icwk  of  things  is  going 
to  be  perpetuated.  The  fact  that  the  dentists  had  suffi- 
cient fo'resighit  to  see  that  in  twenty  years'  time  the  whole 
profession  would  be  completely  regulated  should  encourage 
our  patriarchs  to  see  that  in  enlarging  upon  the  status,  at 
the  expense  of  the  business  side,  they  are  putting  their 
money  entirely  on  the  wrong  horse,  and  if  any  form  of 
legislation  could  be  organised  as  suggested — as  on  the  Con- 
tinent— the  status  of  the  profession  is  at  onoe  improved 
with  every  appearance  of  permanency.  Can  anyone 
explain  why  no  one  considers  it  advisable  to  follow  out 
the  line  of  action  herein  suggested? — Yours,  etc..

C.  C,  Ltd.  (23/12).— The  Poisons  Labelling  Order 
comes  into  force  on  January  1,  1926. 

F.  W.  II.  (17/12).— Petroleum  jelly  can  be  sold  by 
qualified  chemists  and  persons  holding  a  patent  medicine 
licence  as  an  "  entire  "  drug,  with  recommendations  for 
ailments  and  with  claims  of  proprietary  rights,  without 
being  stamped. 

D.  J.  7?.  E.  (12/12).— The  time  for  registering 
known,   admitted  and  approved  "    remedies    in  the 

C.  <f;  D.  Diary  has  gone  by  until  October.  Due  notice 
of  the  time  will  be  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

H.  J.  (18/12). — Trade  mark  registration. — In  doubt- 
ful cases,  such  as  the  one  you  mention,  it  is  better  to 
place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  a  trade-mairk  agent. 
It  is  only  by  applying  for  registration  that  one  can  say 
definitely  whether  a  mark  would  be  accepted. 

/.  N.  C.  (5/1). — The  question  of  liability  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty  depends  upon  whether  the  article  is  a  pure  or 
entire  drug.  In  the  case  of  the  tablets  and  cachets  men- 
tioned, the  drug  is  a  compound  and  liable  to  duty.  The 
lieadiache  powder  is  a  pure  unmixed  drug  and  not  liable. 

.'V'.  L.  (18/12). — "  Entire  "  drugs  when  sold  by  quali- 
fied persons  may  bear  ailment  names,  may  be  recom- 
mended for  ailments,  and  proprietary  rights  may  be 
claimed  (as  by  name  in  possessive  case  and  the  use  of 
a  trade  mark)  without  incurring  liability  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty. 

I'J.  C.  A.  (6/1). — The  formula  for  cough  mixture  as 
written  cannot  be  sold  by  retail,  since  the  tr.  opii  would 
be  1  in  4.5  and  the  sale  would  vender  you  liable  to 
the  penalties  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  If  you 
double  the  vinegar  you  may  sell  it  subject  to  labelling 
it  '"  poison." 

W.  iL-  II.  (30/12).-  Dionin  or  ethyl  morphine  is  not  a 
di'ug  within  the  meaning  of  thu  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts, 
which  states  express^'  those  that  are  included — ^morphine 
and  its  salts,  diamorphine  and  its  salts,  cocaine  and  its 
salts,  and  opium.  It  would  need  an  Order  in  Council  to 
include  ethyl  morphine. 

.S'.  //.  P.  (5/1). — The  labelling  order  for  poisons,  which 
comes  into  force  on  January  1,  1926,  covers  all  poisons 
sold  except  those  contained  in  a  prescription.  Whenever 
a  prepa-ration  is  sold  containing  such  an  article  as 
paregoric,  it  will  have  to  be  labelled  with  the  proportion 
— "  Paregoric  1  in  x"  as  the  case  may  be. 

Ahah  (10/1). — We  have  received  several  communica- 
tions regarding  claims  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
unpaid  subscriptions  from  chemists  who  thought  they 
had  resigned  membership  by  ceasing  to  pay  the  annual 
subscription.  These  claims  arise  from  the  fact  that  the 
chemists  continue  to  describe  themselves  as  members 
("  M.P.S. ")  on  their  labels  or  shop  facias.  '  The  Society 
is  quite  justified  in  these  circumstances  in  claiming  all 
arrears  of  subscriptions,  but  in  some  castis  we  know  that 
a  reasonable  view  is  taken  and  the  liability  limited  to 
the  current  year. 

M.P.  (9/1)  says  that  his  manager  employs  his  (the 
manager's)  son,  aged  seventeen,  to  assist  him  and  to 
learn  the  tiade.  Must  the  lad  be  insured  under  the 
National  Health  and  Unemployment  Insurance  schemes  ? 
[If  the  lad  is  actually  employed  by  his  father,  or  is 
serving  under  a  contract  of  apprenticeship,  and  does 
not  receive  any  money  payment,  he  is  not  liable  to  be 
insured.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  receives  wages,  or 
is,  in  fact,  employed  by  "M.P.,"  he  must  be  insured. 
In  any  event,  if  he  is  dependent  for  his  livelihood  upon 
his  father  or  some  other  person,  he  may  apply  for  exemp- 
tion ;  but  if  he  is  granted  exemption  his  employer  must 
pay  the  employer's  share  of  the  contributions  under 
both  ischemes.] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertal^e  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

/.  B.  (6/10). — Motor-cab  body  polish. — This  prepara- 
tion appears  to  be  composed  of  beeswax,  or  a  very  similar 
wax,  and  turpentine,  with  a  little  kerosene;  there  may  be 
also  a  little  oil  of  amber.  Some  of  its  properties  suggest 
the  presence  of  a  little  linseed  oil,  but  this  could  not  be 
confirmed  in  the  analysis. 

SjJero  (21/10). — Alopecia  remedy. — This  preparation, 
said  to  cure  alopecia  areata  in  a  very  short  time,  appears 
to  be  merely  mercury  ointment ;  but  it  loses  4.7  per 
cent,  of  its  weight  on  heating  at  100°  C,  which  suggests 
a  volatile  constituent.  This  may  perchance  be  water 
introduced  as  the  solvent  of  some  organic  principle. 
Except,  however,  for  the  loss  of  weight,  there  is  no 
evidence  of  this  constituent.  It  yields  no  ash.  so  that 
there  is  no  other  metallic  element  present.  The  quantity 
was  too  small  to  make  any  extensive  analysis. 

A.  G.  B.  (24/10). — Wax  vaenish,  used  for  etching  on 
glass.  This  composition  is  used  presumably  for  protecting 
the  glass  during  the  acid  etching  process.  It  appears 
to  consist  of  Venice  turpentine  coloured  deep  blue-green 
with  an  aniline  dye.  It  may  contain  a  little  linseed 
oil  or  the  like. 

D.  B.  (25/11). — Foot  powder. — This  powder  appears  to 
contain  only  boric  acid  (40  per  cent.)  and  rice  starch  (60 
per  cent.).  Neither  zinc  nor  lycopodium  was  found, 
although  carefully  sought. 

T.  W.  S.  (5/12).— Herva  is  the  Portuguese  word  for 
herb,  and  is  mate,  Ilex  Paraguay cnsis,  presumably 
regarded  as  the  herb  jjar  excellence.  The  specimen  sent 
is  probably  of  Brazilian  origin,  as  it  consists  chiefly  of 
stalks  and  fragments  of  leaves,  probably  the  commercial 
variety  called  Caa-gazux.  In  Paraguay  the  leaves  are 
used,  but  in  Brazil  the  leaves  and  stalks  in  a  coarsely 
powdered  or  broken  up  condition.  Martindale  gives 
the  name  Herva. 

A.  P.  F.  (16/12). — Perfuming  toilet  paper. — The 
spraying  process  you  use  for  perfumir_g  toilet  paper  is 
correct,  but  it  needs  a  "  fixing  "  agent  with  the  pine 
oil.  If  a  mixture  of  bornyl  acetate  or  pine  oil  (7)  and 
terebene  (1)  is  used,  a  small  proportion  of  storax,  Canada 
balsam  or  Burgundy  pitch  should  be  added  to  fix  the 
oils. 

G.  cD  Co.  (17/12).— The  fruits  consist  of  the  so-called 
Ethiopian  negro  or  monkey  pepper,  and  are  the  produce  of 
Hahzelia  Ethioyica,  D.C.,  N.O.  Auoncese.  a  small  tree 
indigenous  to  Western  and  Central  Africa.  It  is 
quite  an  ancient  drug,  having  first  been  described  by 
Serapion  in  the  ninth  century  in  a  work  which  is  prob- 
ably the  first  treatise  on  medicine  in  the  Arabic 
language.  By  Serapion  it  was  called  Habzelim,  which 
means  grains  of  zelim,  and  from  this  name  the  generic 
name  Habzelia  is  derived.  The  tree  flourishes  in  Sene- 
gambia.  the  interior  districts  of  the  Nunez,  on  the 
mountains  of  Sierra  Leone,  on  the  Krao  Coast  and 
Liberia,  in  Congo,  Loango,  the  Gulf  of  Guinea,  Yoruba, 
Haussa,  and  other  countries  on  the  Niger.  It  is  used 
in  these  countries  for  its  stimulant  and  carminative 
properties,  as  a  condiment  for  culinary  purposes,  and 
as  medicine  for  colic,  dyspepsia,  diarrhoea,  and  rheuma- 
tism, and  also  as  an  anthelmintic.  Some  years  ago 
it  was  used  in  Europe  as  a  remedy  for  _  gonorrhoea.  An 
interesting  historical  account  of  this  spice  was  given  in 
the  first  series  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  vol. 
xiv,  p.  112,  by  Dr.  W.  F.  Daniell. 

W.  C.  (20/12). — Softening  fur  skin. — Dabbing  the 
skin  side  of  the  fur  with  saturated  solution  of  ammonium 
chloride  has  been  effectual  in  similar  cases  of  fur  skin 
that  has  become  hard.  If  it  is  an  expensive  fur  you 
should  warn  your  customer  that  you  accept  no 
responsibility  for  the  advice.

G.  N.  S.  (22/12).— Herbs  used  for  paralysis.— There 
are  three  herbs  in  the  sample  you  send  :  (1)  Cichorium 
Iritybus  :  common  chicory;  (2)  Agrimonia  Eupatoria  : 
agrimony ;  (3)  Galium  Apanne  :  cleavers.  None  of  th^e 
seems  to  have  any  reputation  for  the  treatment  of  para- 
lysis. Chicory  is  used  as  a  diuretic  laxative  in  jaundice, 
liver  enlargement,  rheumatic  complaints.  Agrimony  is  also 
used  for  liver  complaints,  and  cleavers  as  a  diuretic  and 
alterative  in  skin  diseases.  There  are  many  herbs 
used  by  old  women  for  purposes  known  to  themselves 
only,  but  not  mentioned  in  herb  books, 

S.  O.  (22/12). — Recurrent  pustules  on  scalp. — This  is 
a  chronic  staphylococcal  infection.  The  head  should  be 
v/ashed  twice  weekly  with  soap  and  hot  water  and  the 
hair  kept  very  sliort.  A  pomade  may  be  used,  consisting 
of  hyd.  amm'on.  gr.v.,  paraff.  moll.  flav.  3j.  Oatmeal 
should  be  avoided.  Comb  and  hairbrush  should  be  kept 
scrupulously  clean,  and  only  a  soft  haiibrush  used.  Scratch- 
ing should  be  avoided,  as  it  spreads  the  infection. 

W.  E.  P.  (23/12). — Gelatinising  preparation. — We  do 
not  know  the  preparation  to  which  you  refer,  but  it  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  new  pectine  preparations  referred  to 
in  the  "  Progress  of  Pharmacy  "  (C.  ct-  D.,  Dec;ember  27, 
p.  914). 

P.  M..  Ltd.  (30/12). — Lime  cream. — Several  recipes  are 
given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  and  of  these  the 
following  is  probably  the  one  which  will  best  suit  your 
purpose : —

G.  W.  B.  (30/12). — Arterio-sclerosis,  or  hardening  of 
the  coats  of  the  arteries,  may,  by  obstructing  the  course 
of  the  blood,  cause  high  blood-pressure.  On  the  other 
hand,  high  blood-pressure  may  cause  arterio-sclerosis. 
Either  may  result  in  or  be  caused  by  kidney  disease.  The 
conditions  are  intimately  related,  and  their  basal  cause 
may  be  hereditary,  or  some  kind  of  intoxication,  such  as 
syphilis,  gout,  lead,  tobacco,  over-eating,  or  even  pro- 
longed strain  of  muscles  or  mind.

The  Chemists'  Ball 

The  Chemists'  Ball  is  to  be  held  on  Wednesday  next,  the 
20th  inst.  Those  who  intend  to  go  have  probably  secured 
their  tickets  before  this,  but  our  memorandum  may  come 
just  in  the  nick  of  time  to  some  husband,  father,  or  lover. 
This  ball  is  a  grand  opportunity  for  any  chemist  to 
sacrifice  himself  for  the  sake  of  the  lady  or  ladies  of  Ms 
family.  Let  him  not  decide  to  take  her  or  them  to  the 
conversazione  next  May,  and  nurse  up  the  idea  that  that 
will  satisfy  them  as  well.  Women  have  come  to  see 
through  those  conversazioni,  with  their  cold  coffee  and 
purposeless  perambulations.  But  balls  retain  their  chana, 
and  will  do  until  women's  rights  shall  have  asserted  them- 
selves fully,  and  ladies  are  independent  of  the  escort  of  a 
cavalier.  The  Chemists'  Ball  owes  its  success  to  its  excoUent 
management,  which  has  hitlierto  always  provided  the  besi 
of  music,  an  elegMit  supper,  and  an  admirable  programme 
of  dances,  and  doubtless  will  not  fail  in  these  respects 
this  year.

Borneo  Tallow,  or  "  Minyak  Tangkawang  "  of  the 
Malays,  is  a  solid  fat  exported  to  this  country  from 
Singapore,  or  more  frequently  sent  in  the  form  of  the 
seeds  which  yield  it,  and  expressed  in  Europe.  The  seeds 
are  sold  under  the  trade  name  of  illipe  nuts,  but  should 
be  distinguished  in  this  country  as  Tangkawang  kernels, 
since  the  fat  they  yield  has  an  important  difference 
from  that  of  the  Indian  illipe  nuts,  in  that  it  approaches 
more  nearly  than  any  other  to  the  characteristics  of 
cacao  butter,  and  is  used  as  a  cheaper  substitute  for  it 
in  chocolate  creams,  etc.,  and  could  fee  used  in  pharmacy 
for  suppositories,  camphor  balls,  etc.  The  illipe  nuts, 
or  Tangkawang  kernels  of  Singapore,  are  obtained 
from  species  of  Shorea  and  other  genera  of  Dipterocar- 
■pacece,  but  the  illipe  nuts  of  India  are  derived  from 
various  species  of  Bassla  of  the  natural  order,  Sapotacece, 
the  seeds  of  which  contain  more  or  less  of  a  substance 
resembling  gutta  percha,  and  the  fats  of  these 
Seeds  are  softer  and  not  suitable  for  food  unless  freed 
from  gutta,  but  are  largely  used  in  soap-mal-cmg.  The 
Tangkawang  kernels  are  easily  recognised  by  being  usually 
divided  into  quarters,  which  have  a  more  or  less 
triangular  transverse  section,  those  of  the  Bassla,  or  illipe 
kernels  of  India,  being  flatter  and  divided  into  halves  only. 
The  Tangkawang  fat,  or  Minyak,  rarely  exported  now, 
is  in  the  form  of  cylinders,  as  it  is  melted  into  bamboo 
joints  and  in  solidifying  takes  that  form.  An  analysis  of 
the  fat  is  given  in  Lewkowitsch's  "  Chemical  Technology 
and  Analysis  of  Oils,  Fats  and  Wares,"  4th  volume,  pp. 
4B0-1.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Siak  kernels  should 
be  kept  separate  in  expressing  the  fat,  as  they  contain 
a  softer  fat  and  some  gutta,  being  obtained  from  a 
sapotaceous  tree,  probably  a  Palaquium,  with  flatter  seed 
than  the  Tangkawang  trees.  The  different  varieties  are 
known  as  those  of  Pontianak,  Sarawak,  and  Siak. 
[C.  ct-  D.,  II,  1924,  p.  332.) 

Bottle-glass.— The  ordinary  bases  of  the  bottle-glass 
u&ed  for  dispensing  bottles  are  sand,  lime  and  sodium 
carbonate,  nitrate  of  sodium  being  added  as  a  decoloris- 
ing agent  to  produce  the  white  glass.  The  blue  tint  of 
the  poison-bottle  is  produced  by  the  addition  of  oxide  of 
cobalt  to  the  molten  glass  ;  the  green  tint  is  obtained  by 
the  addition  of  potassium  bichromate,  and  the  amber  tint 
is  produced  by  impure  manganese  dioxide.  A  superior 
amber  tint  is  obtained  by  the  use  of  sulphur  in  one  form 
or  another.  A  highly  refractive  lead  glass  is  usually 
used  for  perfume  bottles  for  the  sake  of  brilliance. 
Arsenic  is  sometimes  added  as  a  flux. 

Bottle  import  Duty — The  schedule  to  the-Safeguarding 
of  Industries  Act  (6'.  tt  D.,  II,  1921,  p.  393)  includes, 
under  List  C,  scientific  glassware,  the  following  bottles 
as  being  subject  to  Key  Industry  Duty,  i.e.,  33^  per  cent. 
ad  valorem:  Culture,  dropping,  weighing,  specimen, 
serum,  Woulff's,  specific  gravity,  reagent,  washing,  gas 
generating,  gas  exploding,  gas  washing,  aspirator,  ether, 
Canada  balsam,  with  ground-m  pipette.  The  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  consider  a  complaint 
with  regard  to  the  importation  of  glass  bottles  from 
Holland  and  Germany  was  of  the  opinion  iC.  tC-  D.,  II, 
1922,  p.  353)  that,  though  there  may  be  exceptions,  glass 
bottles  generally  can  be  profitably  manufactured 
in  the  United  Kingdom  at  prices  that  would  compete 
with  the  prices  at  which  glass  bottles  manufactured  in 
Germany  are  being  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  On  this  ground  the  Committee  reported 
unanimously  that,  as  regards  glass  bottles  manufactured 
in  Germany,  the  conditions  specified  in  Section  2  sub- 


section fi)  of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act.  1921, 
are  not  fulfilled. 

Bottles. — Glass  bottles  are  made  by  blowing  a  glass- 
bubble  in  a  mould,  a  process  carried  out  by  lung  power 
until  recently.  At  the  present  time  bottles  are  mainly 
made  by  automatic  machinery,  which  operates  by  sucking 
the  required  quantity  of  semi-liquid  glass  into  a  mould, 
and  then,  by  air  pressure,  ballooning  the  mass  to  fit 
the  enclosure.  (C.  ,t  D.,  I,  1922,  p.  192.)  Homoeo- 
pathic vials  and  pill-bottles  (often  of  American  origin)  are 
made  from  tubing,  cut  to  the  required  length.  Automatic 
machines  fuse  and  close  up  one  end,  and  sh.:;pe  the  other 
to  a  cork-  or  screw-mouthed  top.  Automatic  carriers  con- 
vey the  tubes  to  the  slender  blow-pipe  flames  by  means  of 
which  the  ends  of  the  tubes  are  re-heated  for  the  sealing 
or  the  shaping.  (C.  <£■  D.,  I,  1920,  p.  151.)  The  final  pro- 
cess consists  of  annealing  or  gradual  cooling  to  remove 
strain.  Many  defects  are  lately  to  be  found  in  cheap 
bottles,  some  of  which  are  dangerous  and  may  make  them 
expensive,  viz.  :  (1)  Stones  or  small  pieces  of  glazed 
sand;  (2)  air  bublsles,  due  to  improper  melting  and 
grinding  of  the  glass  ;  (3)  brittle  glass  which  "  flys," 
especially  cracking  off  at  the  necks  and  bottoms,  due  to 
lack  of  care  in  cooling  or  "annealing";  (4)  excessively 
thick  bottoms  and  thin  sides  or  tops,  owing  to  irregu- 
larities in  gathering  and  blowing ;  (5)  misplaced  gradua- 
tions, which  are  incorrect  if  bottles  have  thick  bottoms. 
There  is  also  the  danger  of  the  glass  contaminating  pure 
chemicals.  Alkalis  affect  ordinary  bottle  glass  and  lead 
glass.  [Sea  C.  ,X-  Z).,  I.  1923,  pp.  504  and  569.)  Such 
chemicals  should  therefore  be  kept  in  chemical  glass- 
ware containers  of  potash-lime  or  hard  glass,  which  are 
comparatively  expensive.  It  is  rare  that  bottles 
with  thin  streaks  of  glass  across  the  interior  of  the 
bottle  are  allowed  to  leave  the  glassworks,  but  these 
are  very  dangerous  owing  to  probability  of  glass  frag- 
ments becoming  mixed  with  contents  of  bottle,  while 
bottles  with  large,  thin  bubbles  should  be  rejected  owing 
to  the  same  danger.  It  is  always  advisable  to  test  the 
capacity  of  a  consignment  of  bottles,  and  reject  it 
if  these  are  more  than  5  per  cent,  out  as  measured  by 
stamped  dispensing  measures.  With  graduated  bottles 
particular  attention  should  be  given  to  first  and  last 
graduation,  as  these  are  the  ones  most  likely  to  be 
incorrect.  Most  makers  can  now  supply  bottles  guaran- 
teed to  size  and  graduation  at  a  cost  which  is  not  more 
than  those  of  the  commonest  qualities  when  appearance, 
throw-outs  and  breakage  are  taken  into  consideration. 
Several  prosecutions  for  inaccurate  dispensing  are  trace- 
able to  undersized  or  oversized  bottles.  The  facility  with 
which  names  can  be  engraved  on  moulds  encourages  the 
use  of  branded  bottles  wherever  these  can  be  bought  in 
quantities  of  several  gross,  the  extra  expense  being  tiie 
initial  cost  of  tlie  mould,  which  thus  makes  the  named 
bottle  a  cheap  form  of  advertisement. 

Bottles  as  Standards. — The  "  Winchester  "  gallon, 
quart  or  pint  is  not  a  measure  of  capacity,  but  the  name 
of  a  particular  kind  of  bottle.  Generally,  the  Winchester 
quart  holds  about  twice  as  much  -as  the  Imperial  quart. 
There  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  name  is  derived 
from  a  place  or  a  manufacturer,  but  it  would  appear  to 
be  an  instance  of  a  vessel  which  is  recognised  as  and 
confused  with  the  measure.  The  origin  of  the  term 
"  corbyn  "  is  equally  obscure,  but  it  is  generally  con- 
sidered to  have  been  transferred  to  the  bottle  from  the 
firm  of  that  name.  The  capacity  of  the  bottle  is  usually 
about  an  Imperial  quart.  "  Pottle  "  is  the  expression 
used  in  the  drug  trade  to  denote  a  large  wide-mouthed 
bottle,  the  word  being  derived  from  the  French  potel, 
meaning  a  little  measure.  The  capacity  is  variable,  the 
container  being  classified  as  "a  large  pottle"  or  "a 
small  pottle.'"'  A  poti;le  measure,  equal  to  two  quarts, 
was  formerly  in  use. 

Bottles,  Branded :  Use  for  other  Liquids. — .See  Aerated 
Water  Bottles. 

Bottles,  Feeding — ,5cc  Feeding  Bottles. 

Bottles  for  Insurance  Patients. — See  Containers. 

Bottles,  Hot-water. — Sec  Hot-water  Bottles. 

Botties,  Smelling. — See  Smelling  Bottles, 
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Botuiism  is  a  virulent  form  of  ptomaine  poisoning  due 
to  the  toxin  excreted  by  Bacillus  botulinus  which  is 
occasionally  met  with  in  savoury  pastes.  The  toxin  is 
destroyed  by  heat.  The  only  treatment  for  this  form  of 
poisoning  is  early  injection  of  an  antibotulinus  iserum. 

Bought  In. — Drugs  offered  in  the  public  auction  and 
passing  the  hammer  unsold  are  said  to  be  "  bought  in." 
The  price  at  which  the  goods  are  bought  in  is  usually  above 
the  actual  price  that  would  be  accepted  by  the  seller. 

Bougies. — These  are  instruments  for  use  principally  in 
dilating  the  urethra,  and  are  made  from  a  cotton  or  silk 
foundation,  woven  on  metal  mandrils,  immersed  in  a  solu- 
tion of  copal,  kauri  gum,  or  other  water-resisting 
materials.  When  the  first  coat  is  dry,  the  dipping  pro- 
cess is  repeated  until  the  required  gauge  is  obtained.  The 
shape  is  made  either  cylindrical,  oonical  or  bulbous. 
Shadowgraph  bougies,  i.e.,  impervious  to  .x-rays,  invented 
by  Mr.  John  D.  Marshall,  are  also  frequently  used.  A 
form  that  is  almost  obsolete  was  made  of  wax,  hence  the 
name  bougie  or  candle.  Silver  bougies  are  sometimes  used 
by  patients,  but  generally  by  tihe  surgeon,  the  danger  to 
patients  being  tIhe  ease  with  which  a  false  passage  may  be 
made.  Sizes  1  to  12  are  those  most  frequently  asked  for, 
but  bougies  are  obtainable  up  to  size  24.    (See  Catheters.) 

Boys,  Employment  of. — The  employment  of  children  is 
regulated,  for  the  most  part,  by  the  Education  Act.,  1921. 
That  Act  empowers  local  education  authorities  to  make 
by-laws  affecting  the  employment  of  children  below  the 
age  of  fourteen.  They  may  prescribe  the  age  below 
which,  the  hours  between  which  and  the  number  of 
dady  and  weekly  hours  beyond  which  .it  is  illegal  to 
■employ  a  child.  They  may  prohibit  absolutely,  or  except 
subject  to  conditions,  the  employment  of  children  in 
specified  occupations.  The  Act  also  provides  that  no 
child  under  the  age  of  twelve  shall  be  employed  at  all, 
and  that  a  child  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen 
shall  not  be  employed  on  a  Sunday  for  more  than  two 
hours ;  or,  on  any  day  on  which  he  is  required  to  attend 
school,  before  the  close  of  school  hours.  He  must  not 
be  employed  on  any  day  before  6  a.m.  or  after  8  p.m. 
It  is  open  to  a  local  education  authority  to  permit  the 
employment  of  a  child  of  twelve  or  more  before  school 
hours  and  the  employment  of  children  by  their  parents; 
but  a  child  must  not  be  employed  for  more  than  one 
hour  before  9  a.m.  on  a  school  day,  nor,  if  he  is  so 
employed,  for  more  than  one  hour  in  the  afternoon.  A 
child  under  fourteen  must  not  be  employed  in  street 
trading,  in  moving  or  carrying  heavy  articles,  or  in  any 
occupation  likely  to  be  injurious  to  him.  There  are 
special  restrictions  upon  the  employment  of  children  in 
licensed  premises,  in  entertainments  and  in  particular 
industries. 

Branch  Shops. — The  management  of  branch  shops 
differs  little  from  that  of  a  main  shop.  The  greatest 
difficulty  with  branches  is  the  management ;  a  good 
assistant  does  not  necessarily  mean  a  good  manager. 
The  method  of  remuneration  varies.  (See  Wage  Sys- 
tems.) The  main  body  of  goods  usually  comes  from 
headquarters,  oddments  frequently  being  bought  by  the 
manager.  In  no  class  of  pharmacist  is  there  more  need 
for  studying  business  methods  than  in  the  one  which 
seeks  to  manage  a  business.  The  manager  niust  be  quali- 
fied under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  his  certificate  or  the 
substitute  exhibited  in  the  shop.  Whenever  a  change  of 
managers  takes  place,  notification  should  be  made  to  the 
Eegistrar,  "Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.I. 

Brand. — Originally,  "  brand  "  correctly  described  only 
a  mark  branded  upon  any  ar+'cle;  but  in  course, of  time 
the  term  became  largely  aescriptive  of  trade-marks 
generally.  A  brand  or  trade-mark  indicates  quality  or 
a  grade  of  quality,  and  where  a  brand  is  also  a  trade- 
mark it,  in  addition  to  distinguishing  quality,  indicates 
the  trade  source  of  the  goods  to  which  it  is  applied. 
(See  Trade-marks.) 


Brandy. — The  Royal  Commission  on  whisky  and  other 
potable  spirits,  of  1909,  suggested  that  "  the  term  brandy 
is  applicable  to  a  potable  spirit  manufactured  from 
fermented  grape  juice,  and  from  no  other  materials." 
They  considered,  however,  that  the  compounded  spirit 
known  as  British  brandy  had  been  so  long  known  under 
that  name,  that  it  was  entitled  to  be  sold  as  "  British 
brandy."  It  is  defined  as  "a  spirit  prepared  by  a 
rectifier  or  compounder  by  redistilling  spirits  made  from 
grain,  with  flavouring  ingredients,  or  by  adding  flavour- 
ing materials  to  such  spirits."  Brandy  is  therefore,  with- 
out any  qualification,  a  term  confined  entirely  to  the  pure 
wins  product.  It  contains  a  large  number  of  subsidiary 
constituents  which  modify  the  flavour  of  the  alcohol. 
Dr.  Sonneau  has  published  the  following  determination 
of  these  secondary  constituents  (calculated  in  parts  per 
100,000  of  the  absolute  alcoliol  present)  : — Aldehyde,  3 ; 
acetaJ,  35;  butyl  alcohol,  218.6;  hexyl  alcohol,  1.5; 
propyl,  hexyl  and  caproyl  esters,  3;  amines,  4;  ethyl 
acetate,  35 ;  propyl  alcohol,  40 ;  amyl  alcohol,  83.6 ; 
cenanthic  ether,  4.  Section  6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Amendment  Act  1879,  although  not  in  terms  raising  a 
positive  standard  for  the  alcoholic  strength  of  potable 
spirits,  erects  a  defence  for  their  adulteration  with  water, 
which,  in  practice,  may  be  taken  to  set  up  a  positive 
standard.  The  section  reads  as  follows  : — "  In  deter- 
mining whether  an  offence  under  s.  6  of  the  said  Act 
(i.e.,  the  1875  Act),  by  selling,  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
purchaser,  spirits  not  adultei'ited  otherwise  than  by  the 
admixture  of  water,  it  shall  be  a  good  defence  to  prove 
that  such  admixture  has  not  reduced  the  spirit  more 
than  twenty-five  degrees  under  proof  for  brandy,  whisky 
or  rum,  or  thirty-five  degrees  under  proof  for  gin."  This 
section  is,  of  course,  at  present  modified  by  departmental 
order  under  statutory  authority,  so  that  brandy  may  be 
diluted  to  35  degrees  under  proof  and  still  have  the 
advantage  of  the  defence  provided  by  the  section. 

Brandy,  Sale  of. — For  purposes  of  sale,  brandy  is  in- 
cluded in  "  spirits,"  and  requires  an  Excise  licence  for 
its  sale.  For  sale  by  retail  a  justices'  licence  is  also 
required,  except  in  the  case  of  a  spirit  dealer  who  also 
holds  an  Excise  spirits  "  off  "  licence  and  whose  pre- 
mises are  used  exclusively  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  or  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  mineral  waters, 
and  which  have  no  internal  communication  with  the 
premises  of  a  person  carrying  on  any  other  trade  or 
business.  There  is  a  common  view  that  brandy  must 
either  be  a  spirit  distilled  wholly  from  wine,  or  a  mix- 
ture of  suqh  spirit  with  rectified  grape  spirit;  but,  in 
fact,  there  is  no  statutory  standard  for  the  genuineness 
of  brandy.  If  a  person  is  charged  witli  selling  as  brandy 
whait  is  not  brandy,  the  court  trying  the  case  must,  in 
the  light  of  the  expert  evidence  before  it,  fix  a  standard 
for  itself. 

Brazilwood  is  a  term  including  red  dyewoods  derived 
from  various  species  of  Cmsaliimta,  C.  crieta  providing 
Pernambuco  wood,  C.  hraziliensis,  true  Brazilwood,  and 
C.  sa-ppan,  sappanwood.  These  woods  give  up  their 
colour  on  boiling  with  water,  and  the  commercial  pre- 
parations are  Brazilwood  extract  and  liquor  prepared 
by  concentration  in  vacuo.  Brazilwood  dyes  are  stiU  used 
in  the  textile  industries,  but  owing  to  their  fugitive 
character  they  have  largely  been  replaced  by  synthetic 
aniline  dyes. 

Brazil  Nuts  are  the  triangulated  seeds  of  Bertholeftta 
excelsa.  Their  bland  taste  and  high  nutritive  value  are 
due  to  fatty  oil,  of  which  they  contain  about  70  per  cent. 
The  nuts  are  useful  lor  making  toilet  lotions. 

"  Breaking  Bulk." — A  duty-stamped  box  or  other 
package  of  cachets,  capsules,  lozenges,  pdls,  powders, 
tablets  or  other  solid  medicines,  apportioned  into  doses, 
may  be  broken  open  and  the  contents  sold  in  smaU  quan- 
tities unstamped  by  a  licensed  vendor  (not  being  the  first 
or  original  vendor),  provided  they  are  not  repacked,  but 
sold  loose  or  in  a  twist  of  paper.
